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Report Froa: Iceland

N 7 May 1951 the first echelon of 1. 
Iceland Defense Force landed on the 
fine runways of Keflavik Airport, situated 
on the flat lava plain of the southwestern 
tip of Iceland. This trans-oceanic Air- 
borne movement 
was made just 
forty-eight hours 
after the signing 
of the Defense 
Agreement with 
Iceland on 5 May 
and was a dra- 
matic demon- 
Stration to the 
Icelandic people 
and to the world 
of the good faith 
and military effi- 
ciency brought 
to the defense of 
Iceland and the 
North Atlantic 
Treaty Area. 

The operation was under the overall 
control of the Commander in Chief At- 
lantic (CINCLANT) while I, as the Com- 
mander Iceland Defense Force (COMICE- 
DEFOR), was in active command. CINC- 
LANT at that time was Admiral William 
M, Fechteler, who is now CNO; present 
CINCLANT is Admiral Lynde D. McCor- 
mick. 

Our movement was ordered so suddenly 
and executed so swiftly that we found 
ourselves in Iceland before we had time 
to fully realize what our situation here 
would be. But it did not take long, once 
We were on the ground, to look around 
and orient ourselves. 

It was a surprise to find the climate 
milder than expected, due to the warm- 
ing effect of the Gulf Stream—though it 
must still be classed as sub-Arctic. The 
volcanic origin of Iceland, combined with 
an almost complete lack of trees, gives 
it an extremely bleak appearance at first 
view, but when you meet the people and 
become acclimated you find Iceland a hos- 
Pitable land. 

We soon discovered that the Icelandic 
people are much like Americans in their 
appearance, customs, and way of thinking 
—and most of them speak English. They 
were a Democratic country centuries be- 
fore Columbus discovered America... 
with a Parliament that dates from 930 
A.D., the oldest in the world. Their stand- 
ard of education is extremely high—high- 
er than our own—and they are proud of 
their heritage of over a thousand years 
of Peaceful independence. But their sov- 
ereignty has so far been maintained with- 
— forces or fortifications of any

House Group Slashes 
Military $4.2 Billion 


Despite the strong opposition of its own 
senior military expert, the House Ap- 
propriations Committee this week recom- 
mended that the military budget for fis- 
cal year 1953 be slashed $4.2 billion. 

Ignoring the plea of Representative 
George H. Mahon (D-Tex.), chairman of 
the Appropriations Subcommittee on 
military expenditures, the House group 
said the Armed Forces should have only 
$46.6 billion instead of $50.9 billion. 

It is recalled that when the budget was 
sent to the Capitol in February, Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert A. Lovett said 
“all of the calculated risks have been 
accepted. With a lesser. amount of money 
we would be limiting our efforts to a 
program level that would increase, be- 
yond the realms of prudence, the calcu- 
lated risks already taken.” 

At that time, Secretary Lovett re- 
ported that in order to meet “early readi- 
ness dates,” the Armed Forces required 
$71 billion. He added that actually the 
Bureau of the Budget had been asked 
to approve $55 billion.

Service Pay Debate 
In Senate 


Following is an account of the Senate's 
debate on the Armed Services Pay Bill: 


ENATOR Russell, as chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, 
opened the debate, on 28 March, with an 
explanation of the bill and a justification 
of his committee’s action in reducing ‘he 
increase so far below that voted last fall 
to the civilian empleyees and that pro- 
vided for the Services in the House bill. 
No more than a mere passing mention 
was made to the much better treatment 
the Congress provided for civilians. 

The Senator said that he is “particular- 
ly impressed by the difficulties of thou- 
sands of reservists, particularly those 
with a number of dependents, who, at a 
great sacrifice, have been called from 
their civilian pursuits and have recurned 
to active duty.” 

Explaining why no increase in quarters 
allowance was granted bachelors, Sena- 
tor Russell said: 

“I might say, Mr. President, that while 
there are a number of officers stationed in 
Washington and other places who have no 
dependents and who are compelled to rent 
quarters, by and large throughout the en- 
tire servcies, both here and abroad, the so- 
called bachelor officers are provided with 
quarters on the post, and the allowances in 
most cases never apply.’’ 


Letters From Service 
He told the Senate that he has received 
a number of letters from Service men 
saying that they do not want any in- 


crease at all. He said: 
“T had an amazing revelation when I re-

, The Senate on 31 March approved its 
| own version of the Service cost-of-living 
pay increase as recommended by its 
Armed Services Committee. 


The bill now goes to conference to iron 
out differences between the Senate and 
House. 

Added as an amendment to the Senate 
bill was a section: setting up a system of 
combat pay for personnel under fire in 
Korea. The rate established was $45 per 
month for all enlisted and commissioned 
ranks. It would be confined to personnel 
of units not larger than a regiment and 
to those in aircraft or ships actually under 
enemy fire. 

Another amendment makes the act ef- 
fective the first day of the month in 
which it is enacted, instead of the first 
of the month following enactment (or 
instead of the 30 June 1951 date set for 
civilians). Thus if it is finally approved 
in April it would be effective 1 April 
instead of 1 May. 


The Senate also voted to include the 
480 members of the Maritime Service in 
its provisions. Other Services already cov- 
ered are the Army, Navy, Air Force, Ma- 
rine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, and Public Health Service. 

A final amendment restores to U. S. 
Naval Academy graduates appointed 
prior to 1913 the credit for their Academy 
service previously allowed them but re- 
cently denied by a Comptroller General’s 
decision. 

In contrast to the Senate’s complicated 
version increasing some allowances ac- 
cording to the number of dependents and 
granting only a three per cent increase in 
base pay, the House-approved bill simply 
gives a flat over-all increase of ten per 
cent in pay and allowances, paralleling 
action taken in the case of civilian em- 
ployees (except for the latter’s retro- 
active provision). 

House Chairman Vinson told THE Jour- 
NAL again this week that he feels strongly 
that the Senate bill is not on sound 
grounds and that a solution should be 
found in a flat across the board per cent- 
age increase for everyone. 

Conferees appointed for the House are: 
Chairman Vinson (D-Ga), Brooks (D-La), 
Kilday (D-Tex), Short (R-Mo), and 
Arends (R-Ill). When the 10 per cent bill 
passed the House on a roll-call vote, all 
of these members voted in favor of the 
bill except Mr. Brooks who apparently 
was not on the floor at the time. 

Conferees appointed by the Senate are: 
Senators Russell (D-Ga), Byrd (D-Va), 
Johnson (D-Tex), Bridges (R-NH), and 
Saltonstall (R-Mass). Senator Byrd, it 
may be noted, voted in favor of a motion 
to recommit the bill instead of letting it 
go to a final vote. Senator Bridges, how- 
ever, not only voted in favor of the mo- 
tion to recommit, but he also voted for

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Allied Planes Blast 
Many Enemy Jets 


Air fights again high-lighted military 
operations in Korea this week, with 
American Sabre Jets scoring one of their 
most notable victories of the war. In eight 
spectacular encounters last Tuesday, 1 
April, American planes took a large for- 
mation of enemy jets completely by sur- 
prise and shot down 10 Red jets, probably 
destroyed three others, and damaged 12. 
On the following two days American 
Sabres destroyed five enemy planes, 
probably destroyed one, and damaged 
nine. 

In the first three days of April 40 en- 
emy MIGs were destroyed or damaged. 

On the ground the lull in the fighting 
continued during most of the week, but 
on 1 April elements of two Red battalions 
faunched a night attack which penetrated 
United Nations positions west of Mun- 
gan. However, a strong Allied counter- 
attack restored the ground that had been 
temporarily lost. Most of the other ground 
operations during the week were limited 
to light patrol clashes. 

Warships of the United Nations fleet 
joined with Allied carrier-based planes 
in heavy attacks on enemy communica- 
tions systems and installations along both 
‘coasts. On the east coast American naval 
vessels provided floating artillery for 
ground troops at the eastern end of the 
battle line. Other warships continued 
patrol and bombardment operations along 
the east coast. In the west British Com- 
monwealth and American naval vessels 
shelled enemy shore positions. 

American naval palnes blasted the ex- 
tensive enemy communications networks 
along the east coast, while in the west 
British and American Marine flyers 
raided Red installations, particularly in 
the vicinity of the important enemy port 
of Chinnampo, near Pyongyang, the North 
Korean capital. The U. S. Carrier Boxer 
joined the east coast carrier force this 
week, providing a substantial increase in 
the number of carrier-based planes par- 
ticipating in the Korean War. 

The principal ground operations of the 
week occurred along a 1,200-yard front 
west of Munsan, where elements of a Red 
force estimated at more than two bat- 
talions made a strong night attack on ad- 
vanced Allied positions on 1 April. Four 
probing attacks preceded the main as- 
sault, which was made by two enemy 
companies. The fight developed into a 
bitterly-contested hand-to-hand combat. 
After 55 minutes of hard fighting the 
enemy succeeded in penetrating the Al- 
lied lines, and shortly after midnight the 
United Nations troops withdrew. 

Fifteen minutes later the Allies 
launched a strong counter-attack, sup- 
ported by artillery. The ensuing action 
lasted nearly an hour, during which 
United Nations forces restored their posi- 
tions, the enemy withdrawing under 
cover of artillery fire. Three concentra- 
tions of Red troops, one of 500, another 
of 200, and a third of undetermined num- 
ber, were brought under Allied artillery 
fire during the action. Enemy casualties 
are believed to have been very heavy. 

Elsewhere on the western front there 
were no significant land operations dur- 
ing most of the week. A small enemy unit 
made a light attack at night on an Allied 
outpost northwest of Korangpo-ri. There 
was sporadic fighting for two hours, after 
which the enemy withdrew. 

There was another light probing attack 
by the enemy on an Allied position north- 
west of Yonchon. This assault was re- 
pulsed after a 15-minute fight. Minor 
patrol skirmishes occurred at other points 
on the western front, but the numbers 
engaged were small and the actions un- 
important. 

Two enemy companies attacked a 
United Nations position west of the Puk- 
han River on the central front on 1 April, 
while two platoons struck at another 
Allied position 8,000 yards distant at the 
same time. Allied fire forced the enemy 
to abandon both attacks without making 
a penetration. In the same area there 
were scattered light patrol contacts 
throughout the week. In one action an 
Allied patrol overran an entrenched en- 
emy squad, killing several Red soldiers. 

Smail enemy units attacked a United 








Nations advance position west of the 
Mundung-ni Valley at noon on 1 April, 
but were driven off after an hour’s fight- 
ing. There were frequent contacts of 
small groups northeast of the Punch 
Bowl. An enemy unit made a pre-dawn 
attack on a United Nations position north- 
west of Kansong last Sunday, but was 
driven off in a brief engagement. 

Allied naval sea and air attacks were 
made on both coasts of North Korea 
during the week. The U. S. Heavy Cruiser 
Rochester and the Destroyer Burke con- 
tinued to furnish naval gunfire support 
for United Nations ground troops along 
the east coast battle line. Their night 
harassing fire was followed by daylight 
shelling of bunkers and trenches. 

Enemy strong points in the Kansong- 
Kosong area of the east coast were hit 
by the U. S. Destroyer Hamner. Air spot- 
ters directed fire on bunkers, mortar po- 
sitions, and personnel shelters. Many 
direct hits caused secondary explosions. 
Other east coast bombardment and patrol 
warships continued their interdiction 
fire on coastal communications systems 
and shelled targets of opportunity. 

On the west coast the British Cruiser 
Ceylon, the Patrol Frigate Rotoiti, the 
U. S. Destroyer Chevalier, and the Rocket 
Ship LSMR401 shelled and rocketed anti- 
aircraft positions, enemy-occupied vil- 
lages, boats and bridges. Other west coast 
enemy positions and installations were 
hit by the British Destroyer Piet Hein, 
the Patrol Frigate Cardigan Bay, and the 
Canadian Destroyer Cayuga. 

Naval air operations during the first 
part of the week were handicapped by 
storms and low ceilings, which greatly 
reduced visibility. However, attacks were 
launched every day, and heavy damage 
was inflicted on the enemy. 

The U. S. Carriers Valley Forge and 
Philippine Sea of Task Force 77 off the 
northeast coast of Korea were joined this 
week by the U.S. Carrier Boxer, strength- 
ening materially the effectiveness of the 
naval air arm in Korea. Early in the week 
Secretary of the Navy Dan Kimball 
boarded the Valley Forge to observe the 
take-off and return of naval flyers on com- 
bat missions. 

The carrier-based planes made numer- 
ous rail cuts along the main lines serving 
the Red forces. The air attacks were par- 
ticularly heavy in the Wonsan and Song- 
jin sectors of the east coast. Railway 
cars, bridges, anti-aircraft positions, sup- 
ply buildings, and numerous small boats 
were destroyed. 

The British Light Carrier Glory re- 
turned to combat waters off the west 
coast this week. Her Fireflies and Sea 
Furies hit warehouses and other supply 
points southwest of the west coast port 
of Chinnampo. Underground shelters, 
road bridges, and tunnels were bombed, 
and Red troops were strafed by the 
British flyers. 

U. S. First Marine Air Wing fighter 
pilots made numerous rail cuts, bombed 
enemy bunkers, and hit troops along the 
front line and near Chiam. Marine planes 
from the U. S. Carrier Bairoko off the

Unified Service Promotions Hit Snag; 


Changes May be Asked for Each Service 


The Department of Defense has been 
unable to comply with a three-year-old 
Bureau of the Budget request for a com- 
prehensive revision of the Officer Person- 
nel Act of 1947 to make promotion laws 
for all the Services more uniform. 

During recent weeks, members of the 
editorial staff of THE JOURNAL have 
probed the reasons for the Pentagon’s 
failure to produce an omnibus bill of 
amendments to the OPA which was re- 
quested in 1949 when Mr. Frank Pace, jr., 
now Secretary of the Army, was Director 
of the Bureau of the Budget. 

One reason for the failure is the long- 
time lack of effective coordination of com- 
plex personnel policy matters at the De- 
partment of Defense level. This is re- 
flected, for example, in the continued in- 
ability to draft a Reserve Officer Pro- 
motion Bill or a Warrant Officer Pro- 
motion Bill. 

Another reason for the failure to 
achieve an across-the-board modification 
of the Officer Personnel Act was, of 
course, the outbreak of hostilities in 
Korea. The emergency took the emphasis 
away from long-range personnel plan- 
ning and shifted attention to formulation 
of policies to meet urgent needs of the 
moment. 

But with the end of the manpower 
shortage and the increased stabilization 
of the personnel picture, modification in 
personnel planning must be developed to 
meet the requirements of military forces 
far above peacetime strength but also far 
below all-out mobilization strength. This 
personnel problem is a new phenomenon 
in military planning. 

In this regard, deficiencies in the Offi- 
cer Personnel Act are beginning to be 
studied. For example, certain provisions 
of the OPA pertaining to forced attrition, 
which were tailored for the needs of a 
small Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine 
Corps, are now being reexamined. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties of the 
now defunct Department of Defense Per- 
sonnel Policy Board and the impact of 
Korea, probably the most important fac- 
tor in the inability to formulate a uni- 
form Officer Personnel Act is disagree- 
ment among the Services. 

This disagreement results fundamen- 
tally from different personnel needs. The 
Air Force, for example, places a greater 
stress on youth than the Army. The Navy 
holds that its ratio of Regular officers to 
Reserve officers must normally be higher 
than that of the other Services. 

In addition to basic differences which 
demand specialized and not uniform pro- 
motion laws, the individual Services are 
jealous of certain prerogatives granted 
by Congress over the years and retained 
in the Officer Personnel Act. 

In response to inquiries by THE JourR- 
NAL, military officials stress that uni- 
formity in the Officer Personnel Act 
would be extremely costly if achieved at 
the expense of military efficiency. These

officials concede, however, that greater 
uniformity is certainly possible. 

They maintain that if the preparation 
of a “package” bill of amendments to the 
Officer Personnel Act is impracticable— 
and apparently it is on the basis of three 
years’ effort—then separate bills should 
be introduced, where necessary, to rec- 
tify specific provisions in the OPA. 

The point is made that the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act was designed to meet long- 
range peacetime requirements of the 
Armed Forces. Korea made the bill 
partially ineffective in that the long- 
range view now must be focused on a 
relatively, large, military force, rather 
than the small Armed.Force which in 
1947 was believed adequate for years to 
come. 

But Korea did not wipe out the need 
for legislation insuring equitable promo- 
tion policies. That, the OPA needs to be 
patched up, jn dight, of,<eurrent world 
conditions fs the conclusion of many 
Pentagon experts. 

As for the reasons that a sweeping re- 
vision of the Officer Personnel Act is un- 
likely, these are some of the areas of 
disagreement among the Services which 
were uncovered in THE JOURNAL’S survey. 
(Congress has been informed there are 
some 47 areas of disagreement). 

Distribution of Grades 


Fundamental to a strictly uniform pro- 
motion law would be an identical dis- 
tribution of permanent grades. But the 
essential differences in personnel needs 
have resulted in different approaches to 
this problem. 

The Army contends that distribution 
of permanent grades should be made on 
the basis of authorized strength, regard- 
less of fluctuations in actual active duty 
strength. The Army grants that this may 
result in a larger number of officers in 
field grades but insists that it must have 
a sufficient number of experienced offi- 
cers on active duty, for at a time of 
mobilization the Army is increased rela- 
tively more quickly than the other Serv- 
ices. The Army adds that by utilizing au- 
thorized strength for permanent grade 
distribution, instead of active duty 
strength, a steady rate of promotions is 
insured and “excessive” forced attrition 
avoided. 

On the other hand, the Navy and Air 
Force state that the grade distribution 
should be based on active duty strength. 
They hold that this is more realistic and 
places greater stress on attrition at the 
peak of the pyramid of command in or- 
der to pave the way for advancement of 
younger officers. 

All of the Services are agreed that if 
uniformity is demanded arbitrarily, much 
confusion would result with a serious im- 
pairment of efficiency. 

Of course, the overall problem of 
permanent grade distribution is even 
much more complex. What are described 
here are only the highlights of some of 
the points of variance. 

Staff Corps Allocations 


Another disagreement pertains to allo- 
cations of officers among the staff corps. 
The Army and Air Force believe the 
Secretaries must enjoy broad discretion- 
ary authority to set the strength of the 
various staff corps. This is necessary to 
insure flexibility. 

The Navy feels that authorized 
strength (maximum size) of its staff 
corps should be prescribed by law. The 
Navy argues that as a result of past ex- 
perience, sufficient flexibility is main- 
tained and pressure for special privileges 
is held in check. 

The Navy utilizes a running mate sys- 
tem for promotion of its staff corps offi- 
cers. The Army and Air Force have no 
running mate system relating to the pro- 
motion of staff officers to that of line 
officers. 

Promotions and Vacancies 


The fundamental disparity concerning 
the emphasis on attrition is reflected 
again in the Navy’s position that perma- 
nent promotions should be made only to 
fill vacancies. The Army and Air Force 
contend that up to the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel, permanent promotions of

Delays in Pay and Personnel Legislation 
Discussed by Asst. Secretary Rosenberg 


AKING issue with a commoeont in THE 

JouRNAL that there has been a “slump” 
in getting action on pay and other impor- 
tant legislation, Assistant Secretary of 
Defense, Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg, this 
week sent a letter to the Editor of THE 
JOURNAL. 

Text of Letter 

The text of Mrs. Rosenberg’s letter fol- 

lows: 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Washington 25, D.C. 
Mar. 28, 1952 
“Dear Mr. Whitman: 

“In your issue of 15 March in the sec- 
tion ‘Service News and Gossip’ you refer 
to the ‘legislative slump’ in the Depart- 
ment of Defense with particular refer- 
ence to ‘the series of unfortunate delays 
which have plagued important military 
personnel bills during recent months.’ 

“In the interests of accuracy and in 
order that your readers may have the 
benefit of up-to-date knowledge on the 
status of these bills which so directly af- 
fect many of them and the security of the 
country, I wish to record the following: 


“The Reserve Officer Promotion Bill 
“Your article says: 

“‘The Reserve Officer Promotion Bill, 
for example, was promised last summer 
for transmittal to Capitol Hill by 1 Feb. 
That deadline arrived and the bill 
wasn’t ready. A 30-day extension was 
approved, but the supplemental dead- 
line has passed and still there is no bill 
ready for Committee hearings.’ 


“Status Report 

“The Department of Defense was 
charged with presenting this bill to the 
Congress on February 1, 1952. A draft of 
this bill was ready by January 1, 1952, but 
since that time has experienced three re- 
visions to reflect the resolution of nu- 
merous differences of opinion between 
the Services arising from the long-stand- 
ing variations in their promotion sys- 
tems. The bill is scheduled for submis- 
sion to the Bureau of the Budget by 
March 30, 1952. 


“Warrant Officers Promotion Bill 
“Your article says: 
“*.., they point with concern to the 
much-discussed Warrant Officer Pro- 
motion Bill, promised by Department 
legislative representatives for introduc- 
tion by 1 Feb. 1951. After more than a 
year’s delay that bill still is kicking 
around the Pentagon.’ 
“Status Report 

“Studies conducted by the services, on 
which the drafting of this bill depended, 
were not completed until August 15, 1951.

“I believe that the Department of De- 
fense’s decision not to present this legis- 
lation immediately after the Korean at- 
tack was sound. This would have had the 
earmarks of ‘panic legislation’ and would, 
in my opinion, have had an unfavorable 
long-range impact. I was not a member 
of the Department of Defense at the time 
this decision was made but had I been, I 
would have been in agreement with it. 

“Since the introduction of this bill, the 
Department of Defense has consistently 
and regularly urged its enactment.

“I think it appropriate to point out 
that the cornerstone of most of the above 
legislation is the Armed Forces Reserve 
Act. This act, in one form and another, 
was pending for over four years at the 
time I took office in November 1950. It 
was coordinated in my office in the first 
months of 1951 and submitted to Con- 
gress on 18 July 1951. It was passed by 
the House on 15 October 1951 and is now 
awaiting action in the Senate. We are 
awaiting, from day to day, a call to tes- 
tify before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee.

cil effective 1 April, and the appointment 
of Dr. Melvin A. 
Casberg, Vice 
Chairman of the 
Council since 1 
Jan., 1952, as Dr. 
Lovelace’s suc- 
cessor. 

Dr. Lovelace, 
in presenting 
his resignation, 
stated that his 
clinical, profes- 
sional and ad- 
ministrative re- 
sp6nsibilities in 
connection with 
the Lovelace 
Clinic at Albu- 
querque, N. M., and with the Lovelace 
Foundation for Medical Education and 
Research required his return to private 
practice. Dr. Lovelace is head of the Clin- 
ic’s Surgery section, a member of the 
Board of Governors of the Clinic, and a 
member of the Board of Trustees of the 
Foundation. He has served as Chairman 
of the Armed Forces Medical Policy 
Council since 1 July, 1951. 

Secretary Lovett accepted the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Lovelace with “deep regret.” 
He said “I was sorry that you felt it 
necessary to leave Government service, 
but fully appreciate the urgent personal 
considerations which led to your resig- 
nation. You made a great personal sacri- 
fice in this service and you have my most 
sincere gratitude and thanks. 

Dr. Lovelace served as a member of 
the Armed Forces Medical Policy Coun- 
cil from its establishment in January 
1951 until his appointment as Chairman 
in July of that year. During World War 
II, he was on active duty with the Army 
Air Forces, and is now a Colonel in the 
Air Force Reserve. He has served as sur- 
gical consultant for the Los Alamos Medi- 
cal Center, and the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, chief surgeon of Trans World 
Airlines, and research consultant to the 
Air Force. Affiliated with the University 
of Colorado Medical School as lecturer in 
physiology, Dr. Lovelace has also con- 
tributed numerous technical papers to 
medical journals and was co-winner of 
the Collier Trophy Award in 1940 for re- 
search in high-altitude flying. 

Dr. Casberg, prior to his appointment 
as Vice Chairman of the Armed Forces 
Medical Policy Council in January 1952, 
was Dean of the St. Louis University 
School of Medicine, and a surgical con- 
sultant to the Surgeon General of the 
Army. 

The Armed Forces Medical Policy 
Council develops and establishes uniform 
or joint programs in the Army, Navy and 
Air Force medical services. The Chair- 
man serves as the Secretary of Defense’s 
advisor on medical matters.

President Asks Voting Rights for Military 


Men and women in the military service 
“deserve above all others” the right to 
vote, President Truman declared this 
week in a message to the Congress. He 
asked the various States and Congress 
to take necessary steps to give all sol- 
diers this right during the current elec- 
tion year. 

Noting there is general agreement that 
service personnel “ought to be able” to 
vote, Mr. Truman said the “many bar- 
riers in the way” result in a “patch-work 
quilt of complicated and conflicting regu- 
lations” which, in the past, have deprived 
service people of this right. 

A special study into the subject, made 
at the President’s request by the Ameri- 
can Political Science Association, was 
transmitted by the President with his 
message. Recommendations were embod- 
ied in a “Servicemen’s Bill of Voting 
Rights,” which Mr. Truman believes “is 
so sound and right that it deserves the 
support of the Congress and the coun- 
try.” Ten standards established by the 
Association are: 

‘‘We believe that all servicemen of voting 
age, whether in the United States or over- 
seas, should have the right: 

‘1. To vote without registering in person. 

“2. To vote without paying a poll tax. 





“3. To vote without meeting unreasonable 
residence requirements. 

“4. To vote without meeting unreasonable 
literacy and educational requirements. 

“5. To use the Federal postcard applica- 
tion for a ballot. 

“6. To receive ballots for primary and 
general elections in time to vote. 

“7. To be protected in the free exercise 
of their voting rights. 

“8. To receive essential information con- 
cerning candidates and issues. 

“9. To receive essential information con- 
cerning the methods by which the right to 
vote may be exercised. 

“10. To receive essential information on 
the duty of ‘citizens in uniform’ to defend 
our democratic institutions by using, rather 
than ignoring, their voting rights.’’ 

The President said he hoped all State 
officials would take the recommendations 
of the Association to heart, adding that 
“the best and most effective way to as- 
sure our service people of their right to 
vote is through State action.” 

Mr. Truman said if obstacles still exist 
in the states as elections draw near the 
Congress should “provide emergency leg- 
islation which will overcome the ob- 
stacles.” 

Pointing out that existing statutory

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Hazardous Duty Bill | 
Readied for May 


A new bill covering hazardous duty 
and incentive pay for the military will 
be presented to the Senate before 15 May, 
Senator Richard B. Russell (D-Ga), 
Chairman of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, said this week. 

Senator Paul H. Douglas (D-Ill), de- 
clared that he would introduce “a bill to 
equalize hazardous and incentive pay” 
and, if necessary, would “try to amend 
the military appropriations bill to get the 
measure adopted.” He said "Life is just 
as dear to a private as it is to a colo- 
nel. Pain is no more excruciating to an 
officer than it is to an enlisted man. 
Therefore, hazard pay should be the same 
for all.” 

In his successful efforts to defeat a mo- 
tion to recommit the cost-of-living pay 
bill, Senator Russell said the subcommit- 
tee headed by Senator Lyndon B. John- 
son (D-Tex), which is studying hazardous 
duty and incentive pay, “will undoubt- 
edly have concluded its hearings into the 
subject prior to that time, and proposed 
legislation will have been evolved from 
those hearings and will be on the floor 
of the Senate prior to 15 May.” His state- 
ment came shortly after the Johnson 
Subcommittee opened hearings on flight 
pay. 

Vice Adm. John H. Cassady, Deputy 
Chief of Naval Operations for Air, and 
Brig. Gen. Lloyd Hopwood, Deputy Di- 
rector of Personnel Planning for the Air 
Force, were the first two witnesses. Both 
recommended that no further cuts be 
made in incentive and hazardous duty 


pay. 





Jet Accidents 


Admiral Cassady said the introduction 
of high speed jet aircraft has brought 
“a sharp rise” in fatal aircraft accident 
rates since 1949, excluding combat losses. 
He pointed out that the Navy’s total ac- 
cidental deaths from aviation accidents 
alone, in the period from 1942-1951, 
“have been over 12,000,” again not count- 
ing combat losses, and that all were 
from “among the groups for whom Con- 
gress provides incentive hazardous duty 
pay.” 

General Hopwood testified that with- 
drawal of incentive pay “would wreck air 
power.” He said “experienced fliers would 
be lost, and we would fail to get new 
men.” Senator Johnson inquired if it 
would “cost the country more than would 
be saved” if flight pay was withdrawn. 
General Hopwood replied that it would. 

A chart submitted by General Hopwood 
shows that 102,441 Air Force personnel, 
44,134 Navy and Marine Corps personnel, 
and 3,250 Army personnel are now draw- 
ing flight pay as members of flight crews. 

All of the Services have indicated a 
growing shortage among aviators. The 
Marine Commandant, General Lemuel C. 
Shepherd, jr., said only recently that the 
Marine Corps will have “to accept a pilot 
shortage during fiscal year 1953,” and Ad- 
miral Cassady, during his testimony, said 
one of the immediate problems now fac- 
ing the Navy “is the need to maintain 
proper numbers of Naval Aviators.” He 
said there is growing evidence of “a 
reluctance to volunteer” and that “any 
reduction in the incentive to enter avia- 
tion will aggravate this problem.” 

Distribution of Pay 


Admiral Cassady told the Subcommit- 
tee that “of each dollar appropriated for 
flight pay, approximately 30 cents goes 
to enlisted men. Approximately 58 cents 
goes to junior officers in the ranks from 
Ensign through Lieutenant Commander. 
Commanders receive 7.8 cents of the 
flight pay dollar, Captains 3.6 cents. Flag 
officers receive less than one-third of a 
penny of each dollar spent for flight pay.” 

If flight pay were eliminated for flag 
officers, he said, and redistributed to en- 
listed men who receive such pay “it 
would result in an increase of their pay 
of only 66 cents per man per month.” 

The Deputy CNO for Air said he be- 
lived the principle of incentive pay for 
aviation duty had not been criticized, 
only the application of the principle to 
certain categories of flying personnel. 
The three main questions in the minds

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Army Halts Virtually All 


Top Enlisted Promotions 

The Army has ordered a virtual halt 
to all enlisted promotions in the top four 
pay grades. 

The action is made necessary because 
of the fact that authorized strength 
limitations have been exceeded in many 
commands. 

Congressional testimony has revealed 
that plans for a fiscal year 1953 Army of 
1,620,000 were cut to 1,559,000. 

This week, the Army imposed immedi- 
ate command controls on promotions to 
the top four enlisted grades. Individuals, 
reenlistment to fill their own vacancies 
will not be affected by the order. 

The Army said that authority to pro- 
mote selected officer candidates and suc- 
cessful graduates of all prescribed leader- 
ship courses and the Ranger Course, 
with the exception of the present two 
Ranger classes, without regard to com- 
mand control authorizations, is also sus- 
pended. 


Promotions to the top four grades, it 
was stated, will not exceed the grade 
controls of the command concerned. It 
was added that this policy will remain 
in effect “until further notice.” 


Officials stressed that the action does 
not mean a “freeze” on promotions, for 
advancements will be possible where com- 
mand vacancies exist. But because of the 
reduced limitations in prospect, it must 
be expected that there will be few promo- 
tions to the top grades. 


It was reported also that automatic 
promotions to private first class have 
been suspended. 


The restriction on enlisted promotions 
is expected to drastically curtail advance- 
ments given for outstanding combat serv- 
ice in Korea. 


Recently, the Army suspended warrant 
officer appointments because of budget- 
ary restrictions. 

Conceivably, if the restriction ban 
should remain in effect for an extended 
period of time, consideration might be 
given to reinstituting world-wide exam- 
inations for enlisted men, although this 
is not an immediate prospect, it was re- 
ported this week.

The conspiracies of totalitarian sys- 
tems and police states are not as danger- 
ous a threat to freedom as is the one, 
“partly from ignorance, which comes 
from within,” according to Erwin D. Can- 
ham, Editor of The Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Speaking at West Point 30 March on 
“The Role of the Press and Other Media 
of Information in Furthering the Secur- 
ity of the Nation,” Mr. Canham said “this 
danger is very great” in the area of in- 
formation. 

“All over the United States,” he said, 
“from the White House to the county 
Court House, public officials fail to under- 
stand and accept their duty to let the 
facts be known.” He pointed out that 
“Newspapers do not own the right of 
press freedom,” that “It belongs to the 
people” and newspapers “are merely 
stewards.” He said, “Here, then, the re- 
tention of freedom depends upon a better 
discharge of stewardship.” 

Advocating “a genuine peace program,” 
he said that “a first and indispensable 
necessity for security is physical 
strength; both in terms of armament and 
in terms of national economic and politi- 
cal stability. But physical strength alone 
will not create the fundamentals of 
peace, any more than a police force 
creates order. It is the final, necessary 
enforcing agency. 

“But peace, or order, depends upon the 
acceptance by the community of the de- 


sirability of order and cooperation in its | 


attainment. Therefore, behind what we 
hope to be the barricade of a strongly 
armed West, we must go forward with 
a genuine peace program.” 

He said “there are many divergent 
opinions about the essential elements in 
this program, but on the following points 
most would agree: 

“a—The largest possible degree of co- 
ordination of the diplomatic, military and 
economic policies of the free world. 

“b—Maximum effort to decrease the 
poverty and increase the standards of liv- 
ing of the less economically developed 
parts of the world. 

“e—Much more effective communica- 
tion to men everywhere of the achieve- 
ments and the potentialities—the basic 
significance—of free society as we in the 
West understand it. 

“d—Concrete steps to eliminate the gap 
between the avowals and the practices of 
the free world, thus establishing its 
sound faith and so helping to replace 
cynicism with confidence and hope.” 

Mr. Canham concluded, “The material 
and spiritual resources of the free world 
are very great. When all of us—news- 
papers, radio, soldiers, educators, politi- 
cians and people—more fully accustom 
our minds to the problems we face, there 
is no reason why we should not go for- 
ward successfully to preserve our free in- 
stitutions, to stabilize the basis of our 
economic, political, and social life, and to 
help the world into a more fruitful time.”

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Navy 1953 Strength 


With the exception of voluntary enlist- 
ments in the lower ranks, and the re- 
call of a limited number of Reservists, 
the Navy will build its 1953 personnel 
strength largely on new officers coming 
out of OCS or direct from civil life and 
the advancement of enlisted personnel to 
warrant ratings. 

These plans were made known in 
testimony presented by Vice Adm. L. T. 
DuBose, Chief of Naval Personnel, before 
a subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Appropriations. 

Although “an enlisted structure pro- 
viding 60 per cent petty officers is consid- 
ered to be necessary,” Admiral DuBose 
said, “it appears that it will be possible to 
attain only a 43.9 per cent petty-officer 
strength in 1953.” 

The Chief of Naval Personnel con- 
firmed a story appearing in THE JOURNAL 
last week that “additional numbers of ac- 
tive duty enlisted personnel are being 
qualified for commissioned status.” He 
said, “The output from the Officer Candi- 
date School in 1953 is planned to be 4,800,” 
and that “efforts are being made to in- 
crease this output as space and funds 
permit.” He said, “There is a continuing 
need for a steady flow of young officers 
into the Regular Navy and the Naval 
Reserve.” 

Navy personnel strength will be in- 
creased during 1953 to a high of 835,875, 
an overall increase of only 15,000.

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Gen. Shepherd Tells Plans 


For More Combat Marines 


General Lemuel C. Shepherd, jr., Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, has de- 
clared his intention “to try and increase 
the proportion” of combat Marines. 

“Whatever future developments may 
bring,” he told a House committee during 
recent hearings, “the bulk of Marine 
Corps personnel will be in our operating 
forces.” To this end, he said he has 
“started out by ordering a review of the 
personnel situation” at Marine Corps 
Headquarters in Washington. 

Budget estimates submitted to Congress 
for fiscal 1953 propose an allocation of 
$1,566,910,000 for a Marine Corps number- 
ing 243,730 officers and men. General 
Shepherd said “over 135,000 will be in the 
Fleet Marine Force. About 13,000 will be 
committed to providing security for naval 
installations. Over 3,000 will serve afloat 
in the fighting ships of the Navy and 675 
will serve with the State Department in 
security duties all over the world.” These 
forces will amount to 62.4 per cent of total 
Marine strength, he said, and 15 per cent 
of the remainder will be in training. 

Build-up of Marine strength during fis- 
cal 1953 will require an input of 2,794 offi- 
cers and 34,621 enlisted men, General 
Shepherd said. Of this number, only 86 
officers and 432 enlisted men will be drawn 
from the Reserve. The Commandant said, 
however, the Corps “does not expect” to 
make use of selective service during the 
12-month period beginning next July. 

All new personnel coming into the 
Corps, he said, “will be for the operating 
forces.” 

Marine Air will be increased from 21 
peace-strength squadrons to 27 war- 
strength squadrons, plus supporting units, 
divided among three air wings. 

Long-range plans for the Marine air 
arm contemplate “an all-jet operation for 
close air support,” according to Brig. Gen. 
Clayton C. Jerome, Assistant Comman- 
dant for Air. General Jerome said, “I be- 
lieve in time we will be able to operate 
jets very efficiently as a close air support 
weapon. We have squadrons in Korea 
right now doing it.” 





To Command NavForces, FE 


Vice Adm. Robert P. Briscoe will take 
command of U. S. Naval Forces in the 
Far East sometime this summer, reliev- 
ing Vice Adm. C. Turner Joy, whose as- 
signment as Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy was previously announced. 

Admiral Briscoe was assigned to com- 
mand the Seventh Fleet in the Pacific 
area only last month. Previous to that 
time, he had served as Commander, Am- 
phibious Force, Atlantic Fleet from Oct. 
1950 to Feb. 1952. 

A 1918 graduate of the Naval Academy, 
Admiral Briscoe will complete 34 years’ 
service in June. He was 55 early this year. 





Marine Integration Plans 


Plans for integrating 1,000 officers into 
the Regular ranks of the Marine Corps 
have now been enlarged in scope to in- 
clude colonels. Previously, the Corps had 
announced that only officers in the rank 
of second lieutenant through lieutenant 
colonel would be considered. 

At the same time, the Corps announced 
that applications may now be submitted. 
This eagerly awaited development was 
made official in Marine Corps Memoran- 
dum Number 32-52. 

The maximum age on 30 June 1952 for 
colonels with no service in grade is 48. 
The maximum credit which they may 
receive for service in grade as of that 
date is four years. 

Age requirements for all other ranks 
were previously carried in THE JOURNAL, 
with the exception of the maximum age 
on 30 June, with the maximum credit 
applied. These age limitations by grade 
are: 





The following example shows how 
credit for service in grade will be ap- 
plied: 

If a major over 37 years of age on 30 June 
1952 has completed one year’s service in 
grade at this time, he may be integrated if 
not more than 38 years of age on 30 June 
1952. If he has completed five years’ service 
in grade he may be integrated if not more 
than 42 years of age on 30 June 1952. For 
purposes of this computation, time in grade 
in excess of a half year may be considered 
as a whole year. In no case may he be inte- 
grated if older than 42 on 30 June 1952, ex- 
cept when the selection board recommends, 
and the Secretary of the Navy approves, an 
age waiver for officers whose prior service 
and service after appointment is not less than 
30 years total active service before the statu- 
tory retirement age (62). 

Complete details of the integration 
plan, together with forms for application 
and test samples (for those who have 
to be tested) can be found in Memoran- 
dum 32-52.

Planes and Missiles to Take 
Nearly Third of Navy Funds 


The Navy is asking Congress for al- 
most four billion dollars for construction 
and procurement within its air arm, in- 
cluding the addition of seven new types 
of aircraft designed to outperform the 
Russian MIG-15, and nearly 87 million 
dollars for guided missiles. 

Secretary of the Navy Dan A. Kimball 
said the Navy “will have in production 
this year and next year about seven mod- 
els of airplanes that are superior to the 
MIG-15.” He declared that U. S. Naval 
aircraft “must be able to meet, on an 
equal footing, the best aircraft an enemy 
can produce.” 

The four-billion dollar request for the 
Naval air arm amounts to almost one- 
third of the Navy’s total request ($13,- 
822,302,000) for fiscal 1953. Rear Adm. 
Thomas S. Combs, Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, said not only is the re- 
quest the largest in the 1953 Navy budget 
but “in many respects” it is the “most im- 
portant appropriation.” 

Aviation funds, if approved, will be ex- 
pended principally for new Navy and 
Marine Corps planes, but will also include 
the procurement of guided missiles, tar- 
get drones and ordnance for the planes. 
Vice Adm. John H. Cassady, Deputy CNO 
for Air, said several Navy fighter models 
now being test-flown “can outperform the 
MIG-15” and that “certain of these planes 
will be operating in the fleet during this 
present calendar year.” 

Guided Missiles 


The guided missile program for 1953 
will see the Navy making use of both of- 
fensive and defensive missiles. Adm. Wil- 
liam M. Fechteler, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, said the program provides “for the 
initial service use of the two highest pri- 
ority air defense missiles (which are be- 
ing produced by assembly-line methods) 
and the first surface-to-surface offensive 
missile.” In addition, he said, “a limited 
number of missiles of advanced perform- 
ance are being procured.” 

The two air defense missiles are named 
Terrier I and Sparrow I, according to 
testimony presented before a subcommit- 
tee of the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, and the surface-to-surface missile has 
been labeled Regulus. Highest priorities 
have been assigned by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff to the air defense types. The 
Navy said it has made “very significant 
advances” in missile development and is 
“now ready to equip” a number of fleet 
aircraft with the weapons. 

Admiral Combs testified, “there now is 
an entire group of missiles at the thresh- 
old of combat use.” He said the “new and 
devastating weapons... are expected to 
revolutionize our present combat tech- 
niques and can for the first time be pro- 
vided in quantity.” 

About 36% million dollars will be spent 
on air-launched missiles to be used in 
fleet operational training; about 16% mil- 
lion will be spent on air-launched evalu- 
ation missiles, and $33,698,300 will be ex- 
pended for ship-launched missiles. Rear 
Adm. Grover B. Hall, Director of the 
Guided Missiles Division, DCNO(Air), ex- 
plained that some of the missiles are cur- 
rently “being made ... by hand-fabricat- 
ing methods.” One small item in this par- 
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ticular missile, he said, “takes 16,000 man- 
hours when done by hand.” The Navy is 
now shifting from semiproduction meth- 
ods to fully automatic methods. 





Antisubmarine Warfare 

The Navy has deployed a carrier 
hunter-killer group to the Far East “to 
cope with the submarine threat if it 
should materialize,” Vice Adm. John H. 
Cassady, Deputy CNO for Air, has re- 
vealed in Congressional hearings. 

He said the action was taken even 
though “We have had no attacks by sub- 
marines as yet.” 

The growing Russian submarine threat 
was further delineated by Chief of Naval 
Operations Admiral William M. Fechteler 
who said the Navy believes Russian subs 
will be able to range some distance from 
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their bases. “We figure,” he said, “that 
their long-range submarines can reach 
from their bases down into the Carib- 
bean.” 

The CNO said further that “many” 
Russian submarines “are of advanced de- 
sign which render them a potentially 
greater threat than any previously en- 
countered. This submarine threat is con- 
stantly being augmented by new con- 
struction, improved weapons and by the 
production of surface types capable of 
commerce raiding.”

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Personnel Management 
Conference 


USAF Headquarters will sponsor a 
three-day conference at the Pentagon, 
8-10 April, on the Air Force Management 
Improvement Program. 


Participating in the conference will be 
key military and civilian representatives 
from each major Air Command, and from 
each major agency in the Air Staff. They 
are charged with assisting in the imple- 
mentation of the Management Improve- 
ment Program in their respective com- 
mands and staff agencies. 


During the meeting, discussions will 
center around the objectives and scope 
of the Program, the policies and plans 
involved, and practical approaches to 
management improvement. For example, 
a recently developed visual aid to be used 
throughout the Air Force will be pre- 
viewed. There will also be an exchange 
of ideas and techniques now in use at 
various Air Force installations. 


Basically, the Air Force Management 
Program was conceived in 1943 when 
myriad problems arose due to the rapid 
build-up of the nation’s air arm. The pro- 
gram has since been broadened and 
formalized as the result of a public law 
which was passed by the 81st Congress. 


The objective is to save the taxpayers’ 
dollars by getting maximum effective- 
ness in the use of Air Force funds, ma- 
teriel, manpower, space and time, insofar 
as this can be achieved through more 
efficient management. 


Carrying out of the Air Force Manage- 
ment Improvement Program is assigned 
to the commanding officers of the various 
Air Commands as part of their command 
responsibility. They are aided by staff 
management engineering personnel who 
are versed in the latest and most efficient 
methods employed in industry. These 
staff personnel make a continuing anal- 
ysis of management practices throughout 
their respective commands. More efficient 
methods are then installed in Air Force 
units where improved management is 
needed.

Establish Crew Training AF 

Establishment of Crew Training Air 
Force at Randolph AFB, Tex., on 1 April 
under the Air Training Command was 
hailed by Lt. Gen. Robert W. Harper, 
USAF, ATRC commander, as a move 
which “will add new muscles to our train- 
ing strength.” 

General Harper, addressing more than 
300 civilian and military guests at the 
activation ceremony, termed it “a sig- 
nificant step for the Air Force and for 
this country because it demonstrates a 
will to resist. 

“It shows that we, as Americans, have 
taken a long, clear look at reality and 
have faced the need for an organization 
that will efficiently give us the trained 
crews that can use aircraft as combat 
weapons,” he said. 

Maj. Gen. J. K. Lacey, USAF, former 
commander of Mather AFB, Calif., and 
a veteran of combat bombing missions 
over Europe in World War II, officially 
assumed command of the new training 
air force. The ceremony was held in front 
of Crew TAF headquarters, the recently 
refurbished Academic Building in the old 
Cadet Area. 

General Lacey’s new command assumed 
direction of six air bases formerly under 
Flying Training Air Force. Included are 
Randolph AFB, Tex., Luke AFB, Ariz., 
Nellis AFB, Nev., Wichita AFB, Kans., 
Woody AFB, Ga., and Tyndall AFB, Fla. 
Eventually Perrin AFB, Tex., and Pine- 
castle AFB, Fla., are to become bases 
under Crew TAF.

Regular Retirement Policy 


The Air Force has issued a policy state- 
ment concerning retirement of Regular 
Commissioned Officers in connection with 
the restriction in the current appropria- 
tions act. 

In AFL 36-10, the Air Force states: 

“The Defense Appropriation Act does not 
change any existing law with regard to au- 
thority for retirement, whether voluntary or 
mandatory. However, this Act does restrict 
the payment of retired or retirement pay 
from the appropriation act for fiscal year 
1952 in the case of voluntary retirement, un- 
less the application for retirement is sub- 
Stantiated by sufficient evidence to support 
a case of individual hardship or to indicate 


' that retirement is in the best interests of 


Headquarters in Kansas City, Missouri, | 


as director of personnel.

“Applications for voluntary retirement 
must be submitted in accordance with section 
II, AFR 36-50, 15 May 1951, in sufficient time 
to reach the Director of Military Personnel, 
Headquarters USAF, Washington 25, D, C., 
not later than 60 days prior to the effective 
date of retirement. 

“‘a, Individual Hardship. An officer whose 
application for retirement is based upon an 
individual hardship must submit with his 
application complete evidence to establish the 
hardship. Generally, these cases will be based 
upon considerations involving financial hard- 
ship or compassionate reasons and each case 
will be judged upon its individual merits. 

“‘b. Best Interests of the Service. The re- 
tirement of any officer who applies for volun- 
tary retirement and whose involuntary re 
tirement or elimination from the active list 
by operation of law, except for statutory 
age, is imminent, may be construed as being 
in the best interests of the Service. Com- 
manders in recommending approval of an ap- 
plication for retirement as being in the best 
interests of the Service will insure that 
sufficient justification warrants such recom- 
mendation. Consideration should be given to 
such factors as age in grade, usefulness to 
the Service, how the Service might be af- 
fected by his retention or retirement, and 
any special circumstances which would indi- 
cate the officer's retirement to be in the 
best interest of the Air Force.

Congressional testimony has disclosed 
Air Force plans for activation of eight 
Troop Carrier Assault Groups to be 
equipped with fixed and rotary type wing 
aircraft designed to deliver troops and 
equipment. 

The eight groups would be in addition 
to the 126 Combat Wings and 17 support 
groups included in the heretofore pub- 
licized 143-group Air Force. 

Secretary of the Air Force Thomas K. 
Finletter told a House Appropriations 
Subcommittee of the plans for the eight 
new groups. 

During the testimony on the 1953 
budget, Air Force officials stressed the 
fact that in the future emphasis will be 
placed on the number of combat wings 
in order to afford comparisons with other 
Services. 

Said General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 
USAF Chief of Staff: “When we talk 
about the Army we talk about the divi- 
sions, and when we talk about the Navy 
we talk about the capital ships. In the 
Air Force heretofore always the supply or 
back-up has been included.” 

Geenral Vandenberg said the Air Force 
wants to get on a comparable basis of 
“combat units as a sign of what we have 
for a striking force.” 

Therefore, it can be expected that Air 
Force leaders now would refer more and 
more to a 126-Wing strength, rather than 
to the force of 143 or 151 groups. 

An Air Force spokesman said that the 
Troop Carrier Assault Groups were de- 
veloped initially to fulfill Army require- 
ments to deliver troops and equipment. 

At the present time, the Air Force has 
one Troop Carrier Assault Squadron, the 
16th TC Sq., Assault, based at Sewart 
AFB, Tenn.

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U. S. Airmen in England 

(Reporting that nearly 20,000 men of 
the U. S. Air Force are now serving in 
Britain, the Manchester Guardian recent- 
ly gave its readers a view of their opera- 
tion. Following are exerpts from that 
British newspaper’s article.) 


HE seven British bomber bases now 

being used by U.S.A.F. Forces are used 
for combat outfits on a training mission, 
which means they provide a kind of post- 
graduate course for three months for 
trained crews from America. 

At Lakenheath these units live in gray 
prefabricated houses built for R.A.F. op- 
erational crews during the war. Officers 
and men have identical, gray-painted 
cabins. 

At Mildenhall, a few miles away, the 
immense amount of clerical work in- 
volved in keeping one bomber-wing in 
the air goes on. (In one wing roughly 25 
men are engaged on the ground for every 
one who flies, and there are 12 or 13 
men in a B-50, and about 50 planes in 
a wing). The buildings lend themselves 
less easily to the American training 
courses; officers on courses sleep about 
eight in one room. 

A high proportion of the Americans 
have been in England before, often twice 
or more. They no longer see it as a 
novelty and are restive when treated as 
novelties themselves. 

Small Turnover 

Especially is this so of the bomber wing 
from Castle Field, Calif., now at Laken- 
heath and Mildenhall (Sculthorpe, the 
Norfolk base, has a different unit), which 
is proud of its small turnover. It has 
virtually the same men as in 1947—and 
has been in England two or three times. 
“There’s hardly a man on the base,” said 
an officer at Mildenhall, “who hasn’t been 
round all the sights in London, though 
most of them have never seen Grant’s 
Tomb.” Bases have their weekly dances, 
cabarets from London, concerts, film 
shows, and a weekly Bingo Drive. 

At Mildenhall on any afternoon you can 
go into what we should call a canteen and 
the Americans call an Air Exchange and 
find healthy-looking Americans — one’s 
most pervasive impression, after that of 
their articulate good nature, is of their 
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great average height—drinking bottles of 
milk and Coca-cola (intoxicants are not 
served before five o’clock). 

The Americans have made it a “home 
from home.” A _ juke-box, 
playing, hardly disturbs the afternoon 
quietness; the music is muffled by its 
own presentation, as if it were untouched 
by hand. Like all the food on sale, it 
seems “packaged.” An English girl sits 
in charge of the bookstall, stacked with 
all kinds of American magazines and 
cheap paper-backed books, highly 
colored, which range through thrillers 
and Westerns to Machiavelli’s Prince. 
Outside the placards say “Play Bingo To- 
nite.” There is only a minimum amount 
of saluting and total abstention from 
marching. 

“We Bomb Anything” 

The bombers are B-50s, with a 5,000- 
mile range; trips to the Gulf of Aden are 
routine. The Castle Field Wing has for 
its motto, “We Bomb Anything, Any- 
where, Anytime.” Of the 250 officers and 
300 men who make the actual aircrews 
in this wing, about 80 per cent have 
“Combat experience.” Sometimes on re- 
turn journeys from a “Mission” they are 
intercepted by their own or R.A.F. fight- 
ers. 

In everything to do with “playing like 
a war,” and with training and operations 
generally, the general in command, re- | 
ports back to the Omaha headquarters of 
the Third Air Force, of which the Seventh 
Air Division, now in Britain, is a part.

Squeezing the Services. Action of the House 
Appropriations Committee in seeking to curtail 
the percentages of officers in the various top grades 
is another indication of the “sock the services” 
policy that seems to have permeated the legisla- 
ture in this election year. Other indications in- 
clude the $4.2 billion reduction recommended by 
the Committee in the appropriation bill, the short 
shrift treatment being given the Services in cost- 
of-living pay adjustment as compared with the 
civilian employees, the threats to hazard pay and 
the making of the Services a “whipping boy” in 
the matter of alleged waste in procurement. There 
are other evidences of political belief that the 
military has again become a fair target for abuse. 
This is unfortunate for the morale of the person- 
nel of the Armed Services, but it is much more 
unfortunate for the Security of the Nation. 


Air Force Academy. The report that the U. S. 
Military Academy has had difficulty filling its 
quota of graduates for commissions in the Air 
Force should give Congress food for thought. 
Primarily, it should stimulate them to pass the 
long-pending bill authorizing first steps toward 
the establishment of a U. S. Air Force Academy. 
This would have the effect of attracting to it those 
youths whose first ambition is to be commissioned 
in the Air Force. It would not cut-off that fine 
principle that members of the graduating classes 
from each Academy could still volunteer for com- 
missions in the other Services. It might also dem- 
onstrate to Congress that a final rock-bottom 
policy as to flight pay is urgent. There can be no 
doubt but that the practice of shooting at flight 
pay in every session—threatening to cut or abolish 
it—cools the ardor of prospective candidates for 
all flying services. These matters should be given 
most serious consideration. It is not a healthy 
sign that there should be a reluctance on the part 
of youths to seek commissions in any one of the 
Armed Services. 


Delays in Service Legislation. THE JouRNAL 
is pleased to print, on another page of this issue, 
an informative letter from Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg to the Editor 
of THE JOURNAL, protesting our statement that 
there has been a slump in pressing Service legis- 
lation. For each of the bills which THE JouRNAL 
felt had been unduly delayed, Mrs. Rosenberg 
gives a “status report” setting forth its history 
and showing why it has been held up. 

The letter deserves careful reading, for it re- 
veals much that hitherto has not been apparent 
concerning important Service personnel legisla- 
tion. In the matter of pay, for example, Mrs. 
Rosenberg points out that her office performed the 
terrific task of drafting, processing and submitting 
to Congress the proposed bill for a Service cost- 
of-living pay increase within 10 days after the 
Armed Forces Policy Council had approved the 
matter in principle. Inasmuch as the Department 
of Defense’s pay proposal did not reach Congress 
until 4 Oct. 1951, it is thus apparent that the 
Policy Council did not act upon the idea until 
24 Sept. By that date, the 10 per cent pay increase 
for civilian employees of the government had run 
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the gamut of hearings in both the House and Sen- 
ate. The active support and approval of the Civil 
Service Commission, the Bureau of the Budget 
and the Administration had been given months 
previously. In fact, their increase was finally ap- 
proved on 24 Oct., just 20 days after the Depart- 
ment of Defense got around to asking an increase 
for the Armed Services. In spite of the expeditious 
action of the House Committee in reporting out 


the service pay bill only 12 days after they re- 
ceived it, time was against the Services and the 
first session adjourned before the House could 
act. Thus, it is now April and no bill has been 
passed. In fact, the delay has been so great that 
Congress’ memory of what it did for civilian em- 
ployees has dimmed and the net result probably 
will be a half-strength bill for the Services 10 
months after their civilian counterparts were 
given a 10 per cent increase. That is the result 
of one of the unfortunate delays about which THE 
JOURNAL protested.

Air Force Promotions 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I fail to see where the figures per- 
taining to the number and percent- 
age of Regular and non-Regular offi- 
cers on active duty by grade, as pub- 
lished in last week’s JOURNAL have 
any bearing on how the Air Force 
promotion system is working. 

Actually, the figures only show the 
present distribution of rank of those 
on active duty, and have nothing 
whatsoever to do with the rate of 
promotion of Regulars as compared 
with Reserve officers. 

A more realistic table would show 
the number of Regular and Reserve 
officers who have been promoted to 
each grade since 27 June 1950. Also 
interesting would be the average 
time served in grade on active duty 
by Regulars and non-Regulars before 
such promotions were received. 

If the table shown in THE JOURNAL 
is to be used as a basis for future dis- 
tribution of grades, the average Re- 
serve officer does not have much of a 
chance of becoming a lieutenant col- 
onel, and almost none of ever becom- 
ing a full colonel, 

It is not fair to have Reserve offi- 
cers competing with Regular officers 
for promotions on the “best quali- 
fied” basis. Naturally, the amount of 
time on active service would be a 
strong influence on any selection 
board. Under such circumstances, the 
lion’s share of the promotions would 
have to go to the Regulars. 

Apparently, the only solution to 
the problem is the enactment of a 
law which will insure a definite and 
equitable percentage of promotions 
in all grades for Reserve officers. The 
percentage of Reserve officers in each 
grade might follow those for Regular 
officers in peace and war. 

My interest stems from the fact 


that the Army promotion system is 
working in the same lopsided manner 
as that of the Air Force.

Blow to Retired 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Failure of the Senate to pass legis- 
lation which would grant personnel 
of the military services a pay raise 
commensurate with that granted to 
civil service personnel last year is, 
without doubt, discriminatory and 
unfair, especially with respect to re- 
tired military personnel. This is espe- 
cially regrettable in view of factual 
published data released by the gov- 
ernment which shows the recent 
rises in cost of living. 

While it is recognized that a few, 
but very few, retired officers enter 
civil employment, after retirement 
from military service, at high rates 
of compensation, by far the greatest 
number are forced to rely entirely 
on their retired pay as the sole source 
of income. This is especially true of 
the many who have been retired with 
physical disabilities which limit their 
activity and ability to augment re- 
tired pay by civil employment. To 
this large group, the current Senate 
action, unless modified to raise the 
base pay increase substantially in 
conference, is catastrophic in the 
face of official recognition of the cur- 
rent upward trend of living expenses 
on all fronts. 

A retired officer who has estab- 
lished his home in the District of Co- 
lumbia in order to enjoy his declin- 
ing vears can read recent newspaper 
headlines only with dismay; “Gas 
Rate Boost 11.4% Approved by 
PUC”; “Cut in Government Appro- 
priations for D. C. Probably Result 
in Real Estate Tax Boost.” Meeting 
such obligations can mean only that

such an individual’s family must pre- 
pare to lower further their living 
standards which were adjusted down- 
ward about 50% upon retirement. 
Yes, we said 50%! Retired pay, con- 
sidering loss of allowances, is barely 
over 50% of income on active duty, 
and the pay is still subject to income 
tax, both Federal and local. Figure it 
out! 

It is to be hoped fervently that the 
conference bill which emerges from 
the joint Congressional Committee 
to provide for the long-delayed pay 
adjustment, will correct the injus- 
tices to retired personnel contained 
in the Senate bill.

Communist charges that the United 
States is using germ warfare in Korea 
are under strong attack by the press. 

The tone of these comments is perhaps 
best expressed by The Times Weekly Re- 
view (London), which 
states “The deliberate 
spreading of disease is 
so abhorrent to the west- 
ern mind that no one in 
the West believes for a 
moment that the Ameri- 
cans, or any other people 
of the United Nations, 
have ever considered us- 
ing so vile a method of 
warfare.” 

The Portland Orego- 
nian agrees, noting that 
germs “are like poison 
gas. Everyone is hesitant 
to take the first step in 
using them. That we 
should do so in Korea 
obviously is incredible.” 

Most of the newspa- 
pers suggest that the 
Communist charges were 
made as a means of 
saving face. Diseases of all types are 
sweeping areas behind the Red lines, and 
Russia—although she supplies armaments 
to the Chinese Communists—has pro- 
vided little if any medical care for Red 
troops. 

The Syracuse Herald-Journal states, 
“The Bubonic plague that afflicts the 
Reds is not of our doing. It is the fault 
of their ruthless leaders who place no 
value on human lives.”

Times discusses the widespread epidemics 
in Korea and China and says “The Com- 
munists would like to make their subjects 
believe the United States is to blame 
for them.” 

Henry Tanner in the 
Houston Post brings 
in statistics. Suggesting 
that the charge may 
have been made by the 
Chinese Communists “in 
an attempt to cover up 
their own inability to 
Prevent epidemics in 
Manchuria and North 
Korea,” he says in those 
two areas “there is only 
one doctor for every 
25,000 people.”

A number of the papers laughed out- 
right at the charge, and compared it with 
other Russian propaganda devices. The 
Memphis Commercial Appeal said it is 
“an extension of the technique used by 
the Russians when the potato crop failed 
in East Germany. They then charged we 
were dropping potato bugs.” 


General Eisenhower’s Report 


ENERAL Eisenhower’s report of the 

first full year of SHAPE’s operations 
appeared on Wednesday, the exact anni- 
versary of the day when headquarters 
took over control of the “forces dedicated 
to the defense of western Europe” and 
almost exactly three years after the 12 
original member nations began the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. Nobody 
aware of political prospects in the United 
States could read that long document 
without recognizing how vast has been 
the achievement, how largely responsible 
for it General Eisenhower himself has 
been, and how close is the relationship 
between the work at SHAPE and the 
work yet to be done by American lead- 
ership. Yet this last consideration must 
be read into the document, for its author 
dealt wholly with the task and not with 
those political connotations which many 
a reader has tried to find. 

Besides the formal report, General 
Eisenhower went on the air with shorter 
remarks addressed to the 12 original 
member nations, the two new members 
(Greece and Turkey) and anybody else 
disposed to tune-in. In this brief speech, 
the SHAPE commander admitted that 
the present flow of supplies is not as 
rapid as once predicted, but that of late 
there has been a rapid upswing in muni- 
tions delivery, which will automatically 
increase the speed with which new troop 
units make their appearance on the fields 
of western Europe. He concluded this 
confident expression with a reminder that 
“the enlightened self-interest of each of 
us is tied up in the whole success of col- 
lective security, optimism, faith, and 
finally tenacity.” A pause, then he re- 
peated “Tenacity.” 

In his extended report, there was much 
the same emphasis on the need of com- 
mon sacrifice in the interest of all. Pos- 
Sibly those who have been asking for 
better knowledge of how General Eisen- 
hower feels about certain internal prob- 
lems can find a hint in a forceful passage 
of which we may be hearing more as the 
year 1952 advances: 

“Unified action is required, not only 
among but within our nations. Yet it has 
Seemed more than once within our coun- 
tries that political factions hold their 
own immediate gain higher than the fate 
of their nation or even that of civilization 
itself. Then there are elements... ap- 
parently placing profits above patriotism. 
_ “At the same time there are workers 
in our member countries still suffering 
the delusion that their interests are 





served by association with Communist- 
led labor groups. It is nightmarish that 
any free worker of the west could respond 
voluntarily to the same Kremlin voices 
that have dictated the elimination of free 
labor unions in Russia and satellite coun- 
tries. In the free system, labor is a full- 
fledged partner and must share in respon- 
sibility as equally as it must share in 
productivity.” 

European listeners were reminded that 
it would be fatuous to expect American 
taxpayers to continue pouring resources 
into Europe unless encouraged by Eu- 
rope’s own progress in cooperation and 
effectiveness for “fundamentally ... each 
important geographical area must be de- 
fended primarily by the people of that 
area. The average citizen must feel he 
has a vital stake in the fight for freedom, 
not that he is a bystander.” 

Europe’s Progress 

Throughout the SHAPE report, how- 
ever, there is manifest an understanding 
of Europe’s problems and a recognition 
of Europe’s own cooperative spirit, con- 
tributing its own large share to the better 
defense. A graphic contrast with a year 
ago showed that fewer than 15 reliable 
divisions and 1,000 planes will have grown 
by the end of 1952 to 50 (half solid and 
half in 3-to-30-day reserves) and 4,000 
planes. The logistic situation is already 
greatly improved. More important, the 
moral strength of the west has been re- 
vived. 

A quick sketch of the theater spoke of 
the prime stronghold in the center, 
flanked by strong natural positions to 
the north (Scandinavia) and to the south 
(Italy), with a substantial reinforcement 
in the new Atlantic Command and the 
strategic air resources of SAC and the 
British Bomber Command. As in earlier 
public statements, the Supreme Com- 
mander in Europe revealed the needs 
and weaknesses of the western alliance, 
but gloried in the west’s ability to meet 
the one and conquer the other, and in 
its marked advance during the past 12 
months toward its goal. 

Informal reports from the recent four- 
nation naval maneuver (Grand Slam) in 
the western Mediterranean, under direc- 
tion of Admiral Robert B. Carney, indi- 
cate that appreciable progress has been 
made in standardization of practice de- 
spite the brief opportunity afforded the 
French and Italian naval forces for study- 
ing methods long ago standardized in the 
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EPORTS of possible important developments in the Panmunjom truce confer- 
ence came with the arrival at Munsan late this week of General Matthew B. 
Ridgway, USA, Supreme Commander of the United Nations Forces, and General 
James A. Van Fleet, USA, Commanding the Eighth Army. The two generals con- 
ferred at length with United Nations truce delegates. Accompanying them was Brig. 
Gen. Francis Dodd, USA, commander of the Koje Island prison camp, which gave 
rise to speculation that the conference related to the Allied position on exchange 
of war prisoners and might result in breaking the deadlock on this question. A 
postponement of prisoner of war talks preceded the arrival of the members of the 
high command. An Allied spokesman cautioned that their presence did not neces- 
sarily indicate the imminence of any important development. 

Prior to the arrival of Generals Ridgway and Van Fleet no substantial progress 
was made toward an armistice in Korea. On all major issues the delegates appar- 
ently are as far apart as ever. This week a joint staff committee, on which both sides 
were represented, gave up trying to settle the question of whether or not Russia 
is to serve as one of six neutral countries designated to supervise the proposed 
armistice. The Reds still insist that Russia must be included in the group, while 
the representatives of the United Nations find the Soviet Union wholly unacceptable. 
In this situation the staff committee, on the initiative of the Communist repre- 
sentatives, reported their disagreement to the top truce negotiators, admitting 
their inability to solve the problem. There was no indication that the principal 
delegates might be more successful. 

The issue of exchange of war prisoners was still being discussed in secret ses- 
sions by a joint staff group, and no intimation has been given of any progress being 
made by this committee. An agreement hinges on whether there is to be forced or 
voluntary repatriation of prisoners and interned civilians, with the Reds demand- 
ing the return of all those held by the Allies, irrespective of their personal desires. 
United Nations delegates want the captured prisoners to decide their allegiance, 
since many captured soldiers were South Koreans impressed unwillingly into the 
Red army. 

A third barrier to a truce agreement is the demand of the Communists for 
the right to rebuild military airfields in North Korea during an armistice. This 
question has been dormant for some time, but there is some prospect that it may 
come up for discussion soon. The Allies have rejected this Red demand, but if the 
other major questions are solved this issue may be susceptible of compromise. 

Though current developments do not appear to warrant much optimism, Vice 
Adm. C. Turner Joy, USN, chief United Nations delegate, said this week that he 
hopes to have “a truce in his pocket” when he leaves Korea early this summer to 
become superintendent of the U. S. Naval Academy. The admiral did not give his 
grounds for hope, but for some time there have been indications that many senior 
officials of the State and Defense Departments share this hope. 


SECRETARY OF THE NAVY Dan Kimball, who was in Korea and Japan this 
week, said he was unable to ascertain whether the Communists really wanted a 
truce. He added that “if we can’t have an honorable peace, we don’t want it.” If the 
Chinese Reds attempted to invade the Nationalist-held island of Formosa, the 
Secretary said, the United States Seventh Fleet would “clobber” them. He was 
asked what the fleet would do if the Nationalists attacked the Reds, and he replied 
that we would “stand on the side lines and cheer.” This view would appear to 
conflict with the directive of the President for the fleet to neutralize the island, 
whith would mean that it would not only be protected from a Red invasion, but 
that it would not serve as a base for a Nationalist invasion of the mainland. The 
State Department was quick to declare that Mr. Kimball’s assertion was an ex- 
pression of personal opinion, and not official policy. 

French Union forces in Indo-China this week pocketed some 3,000 Communist- 
led Viet Minh soldiers between two streams southeast of Hanoi. The trapped Reds 
were a part of a five-battalion force driven from fortified villages near the Red 
River. Some were pushed to the shore of the Gulf of Tonkin, where they were taken 
under air and sea bombardment, with resultant heavy casualties. Late reports were 
that the Red pocket was being systematically reduced by the French and their 
native allies, and that few of the rebel force would escape destruction or capture. 


ANNOUNCEMENT was made this week that Prime Minister Joseph Stalin be- 
lieves that a new world war is no closer now than it was two or three years ago, be- 
fore the outbreak of the Korean conflict. The view of the Russian dictator was ex- 
pressed in reply to a series of questions submitted to the Kremlin by a group of 
American newspaper and radio editors. Answering another question Stalin cau- 
tiously said that a meeting of the heads of the great powers might be useful, but he 
failed to indicate any enthusiasm for such a conference. He replied affirmatively to 
a question as to whether he considered the present an opportune time for the unifi- 
cation of Germany. The Soviet leader also said that peaceful co-existence of Com- 
munism and capitalism was quite possible if there were a mutual desire for co- 
operation, a readiness to fulfill obligations, observance of the principle of equality, 
and no interference in the internal affairs of other states. 

The inquiring editors, who had been touring Europe, wired repeated requests 
to Stalin for permission to visit Russia. These requests were ignored, but when 
several questions were appended to the final request a Russian reply was sent, 
answering the questions, but saying nothing concerning any permission to visit 
Russia. The Soviet message was received by the editors on their return to the 
United States. There was little new in the questions or replies, but the Russian 
foreign office evidently embraced the communication as another propaganda oppor- 
tunity to cast the aging dictator in a peaceful role. However, Mr. Stalin’s statement 
that a new world conflict is no nearer than it was two or three years ago appears 
at wide variance with a declaration by Soviet Ambassador Jacob Malik two months 
ago when he told the General Assembly of the United Nations at Paris that World 
War III had already begun, with fighting in Korea, Indo-China and elsewhere. 

QUEEN JULIANA of The Netherlands, accompanied by her husband, Prince 
Bernhard, and a suite of diplomats, received a warm welcome on a state visit to 
Washington this week, being greeted at the airport by President and Mrs. Truman, 
and acclaimed by hundreds of thousands of cheering residents of the national capi- 
tal. While in Washington she delivered a felicitous address to a joint session of 
Congress, which was enthusiastically received. The queen will spend three weeks 
in the United States and a week in Canada, The trip is primarily for goodwill pur- 
poses, but before leaving Holland the queen told newsmen that she hoped to “estab- 
lish useful contacts for our country.” 
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| SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 





Used Car Lot “Off Limits”—The U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals has reversed a 
lower court decision and has ruled that the commanding general of Ft. Sill, Okla., 
was the sole judge of what constitutes the welfare of his command. The ruling came 
in the case of Maj. Gen. A. M. Harper, USA, who-ordered a used car lot at Lawton, 
Okla., placed off limits to Ft. Sill personnel. 

The owners of the lot appealed to the Federal District Court in Oklahoma City 
and Judge Stephen Chandler issued an injunction preventing General Harper from 
enforcing his “off limits” order. 

“What is necessary. for the discipline of military personnel and to safeguard 
their health and welfare is to be determined by the commanding officers and not 
the courts,” the Circuit Court of Appeals stated. All three appeal judges concurred. 

It is believed the decision goes farther than any other in federal court history 
in giving a military commander complete power to protect his personnel. 

General Harper issued his off limits order after a Ft. Sill lieutenant complained 
a car he purchased from Jones & Haithcock, Lawton used car dealers, was misrep- 
resented. He asked that the firm take back the car and it refused. 


New Army Physical Therapy Chief—Maj. Harriet S. Lee of the Army Women’s 
Medical Specialist Corps and vice-president of the American Physical Therapy Asso- 
ciation, was sworn in as chief of the Physical Therapist Section of the Corps and 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant Colonel on 1 April at Fitzsimons Army Hospital, 
Denver, Colo. The new chief took the oath in the presence of Brig. Gen. Paul I. 
Robinson, MC, USA, Commanding General of the hospital and Col. Emmett Smith, 
MC, Chief of the Physical Medicine Consultants Division, Office of the Surgeon 
General. Colonel Lee, who replaces Lt. Col. Edna Lura, now retired, is expected to 
arrive in Washington, D. C., this month. 

Colonel Lura was chief of the Physical Therapist Section of WMSC from August 
1948 until she retired from the Regular Army on 31 March. She had been associated 
with the Army Medical Service for 22 years. Colonel Lura is presently residing at 
Roland, Iowa. 


“Roughly Equivalent” Armored Division—The current issue of Armor, publica- 
tion of the U. S. Armor Association, urges reactivation in Germany of the 4th 
Armored Division. An editorial notes that the 2d, 6th and 14th Armored Cavalry 
Regiments are often described as “being roughly equivalent to an armored division. 
It’s pretty rough,” the editor comments. 

The editorial observes that as a result of a recent reorganization of the Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps, three armored divisions were lost—13th in California, 21st in 
Michigan and 22d in Texas, converted to infantry divisions. “It’s all very well to 
treat Armor on the battalion level if our mobilization requirements (or the causes 
of them) cooperate by holding things down to battalion level (for Armor) as Korea 
did,” the editorial declares. “But another mobilization might stretch things and bust 
the seams and stays. And these days you don’t have all the time in the world to 
correct things.” 

The editorial warns that “for the Reserve field there is no substitute spot for 
preparing Armor’s big-time operators—those who must have division vision, as it 
were.” 

The Army now has two armored divisions, the 1st at Ft. Hood, Tex., and the 2d 
in Europe. There are four armored training divisions, 3d, 5th, 6th and 7th. In the 
National Guard there are two “framework” armored divisions, the 49th and 50th. 


Who Will Be Chief Chaplain?—-With the return from an inspection trip to Europe 
of Chaplain (Maj. Gen.) Roy H. Parker, Army Chief of Chaplains, speculation has 
heightened as to who will be his successor. It can be expected that a board will be 
convened shortly to make a recommendation. 

Not only must a Chief of Chaplains be chosen. No successor was named for 
Deputy Chief of Chaplains (Brig. Gen.) James H. O’Neill, who was retired in January 
after reaching the statutory age of 60. 

Meantime, Chaplain (Lt. Col.) Edward E. Eanes has been named Chief, Military 
Personnel Division, Office Chief of Chaplains, replacing Chaplain (Col.) William C. 
Shure, assigned to Headquarters Army Field Forces, Ft. Monroe, Va. 


Hey, She's Allergic—When planes of the Military Air Transport Service recently 
“bombed” barren Western ranges with food for starving and snowbound cattle, one 
crew member wished for another cargo. WAVE flight orderly Edna I. Leon termed 
the trip “the roughest hayride I ever had.” The flying was swell, she added; it’s 
just that “I'm allergic to hay.” 


Statement Disturbs PIO Personnel—Recent Congressional testimony by Secre- 
tary of the Air Force Thomas K. Finletter is known to have hurt the morale of a 
number of officers assigned to public information duties. Public information personnel 
at USAF Headquarters are responsible directly to the Secretary and therefore were 
particularly disturbed when he stated to a House Appropriations Subcommittee: 

“If you want to cut out all our public relations people it is all right. They claim 
they have to servé the newspapers to some extent, and if they do not do it somebody 
else is going to do it—I am going to do it, Mr. Huggins (Assistant Secretary Edwin 
V. Huggins) is going to do it.” 

Mr. Finletter added: “Let us not waste too much time on these public relations 
people. Cut them all out, if you want, but look at all the services in the Pentagon. 
I think that would be desirable.” 

In addition to the Air Force public information personnel, many Pentagon 
newsmen were concerned about the Secretary’s statement. The feeling is that if 
there is a further slash in Air Force public information, there will be added diffi- 
culties in obtaining data concerning Air Force activities, 


Paratrooper Wings for General—Following graduation from the Airborne De- 
partment of the Infantry School at Ft. Benning, Ga., Brig. Gen. William P. Ennis, jr., 
USA, commander of the XVIII Airborne Corps Artillery, Ft. Bragg, N. C., has been 
awarded silver paratrooper wings. Before coming to Ft. Bragg, he commanded the 
X Corps Artillery in Korea for 10 months. 


AF Will Have Most Officers—Congressional testimony has disclosed that the 
Air Force will have more officers than any other Service at the end of the next 
fiscal year. According to official data, the Air Force will have 135,308 officers, plus 
4,276 nurses and members of the Women’s Medical Specialist Corps. During fiscal 
year 1951, the Air Force had 73,672 officers and 118,005 in 1952. 

The Army will have during fiscal year 1953 an average of 120,000 officers and 
7,300 nurses and women medical specialists. The Navy will have 86,950 officers and 
the Marine Corps 21,024 officers. 


Campaigning May Affect Committee—The campaign for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President may result in delays in the consideration of Service legislation. 
Here’s why. 

Senator Richard Russell (D-Ga.), chairman of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, has said that he intends to press his campaign for the Democratic nomination 
on a national basis. This could mean his absence from Washington, D. C., for extended 
periods of time. 

Senator Estes Kefauver (D-Tenn.), another Presidential aspirant, is also a mem- 
ber of the Senate Armed Services Committee. He has been away from the Capitol 
for much of the time during recent weeks and has taken little part in Committee 
action. 


Retired Colonel Passes Bar Exam—Col. Edward M. Taylor, USA-Ret., who lives 
at 1024 Oakwood Avenue, Columbus, Ohio, was one of 260 applicants who recently 
passed the Ohio State bar examinations. Colonel Taylor, formerly Senior Unit In- 
structor, Army Reserve at Columbus, was graduated from the Franklin University 
School of Law in that city in January. He is affiliated with the legal department of 
the Ohio Fuel Gas Co. 


No Rush For AF At USMA—For the first time, the Air Force has not been able 
to obtain a sufficient number of applications from cadets at the U. S. Military Acad- 
emy for commissions in the Regular Air Force. Under an inter-Service agreement, 
the Air Force is authorized 25 per cent of the graduating classes at West Point and 
Annapolis. At the U. S. Naval Academy, reportedly there were enough applications 
to meet the quota. Heretofore, the Air Force has had no difficulty in obtaining Acad- 
emy graduates from the top half of the Academy classes. 


Five-Year-Old “College” Student—A five-year-old son of Maj. and Mrs. George L. 
Stanton, USAF, has been forced to quit college in Newfoundland. The youngster, 
George, jr., has been a student at Prince of Wales College while his father was 
assigned to the Northeast Air Command. Major Stanton has been transferred to 
the Air Proving Ground at Eglin AFB, Fla., where he will be assigned to the Command 
Public Information Office. For George, jr., college days are over temporarily. 


Army QMC Retirement Policy—Maj. Gen. George A. Horkan, USA, The Quar- 
termaster General, has instituted a policy by which all Quartermaster officers of the 
rank of colonel or above who are assigned east of the Mississippi River will be retired 
at parades and ceremonies at Ft. Lee, Va., The Quartermaster Center. First to receive 
these honors were Col. O. D. Wells, G-4 at Camp Pickett, Va., and Col. James J. 
Pintel, chief of the Philadelphia Quartermaster Procurement Service District and 
the Industrial Services Branch of the Philadelphia QM Depot. They reviewed troops 
of the QM Replacement Training Center on 29 March.

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Appropriations Cut 
(Continued from First Page) 
election year which is seeing the Armed 
Forces being put increasingly under 
economy fire, took the following action 

in terms of money: 

Army—Cut $1.68 billion from $14.2 bil- 
lion requests, a reduction of $7.3 billion 
from 1952 funds. 

Navy—Cut $1 billion from $13.8 bil- 
lion request, a reduction of $3 billion 
from 1952 appropriations. 

Air Force—Cut $1.5 billion from re- 
quest of $22.4 billion, with the $20.9 bil- 
lion recommendation an increase of $387 
million over current appropriations. 

Here is what Congressman Mahon had 
to say about the reduction in the 1953 
budget: 

“We may have become accustomed to 
world tension, but the truth is that the 
world situation is still highly explosive 
and dangerous. We have by no means 
achieved our goal of adequate military 
strength. The $4.2 billion cut in the mili- 
tary budget is as far as I am willing to 
go at this time. In fact, I fear the cut 
is too deep. From a strictly military view- 
point, I know the cut is too deep. When 
we have achieved more adequate 
strength we can then level defense spend- 
ing on a lower plane. 

“This cut represents a reduction of $10 
billion below appropriations for the cur- 
rent fiscal year and it represents a re- 
duction of $16 billion below funds ap- 
propriated for the Department of Defense 
during the calendar year 1951. Indeed, 
an appropriation of $16 billion for the 
Department of Defense became available 
to the department (when signed by the 
President) on 6 Jan. 1951, as a result of 
action taken by the 81st Congress in De- 
cember 1950. If this figure is added then 
it can be said that if the world situa- 
tion does not worsen, defense appropria- 
tions this calendar year will probably be 
about $32 billion below sums made avail- 
able to the Department of Defense in 
the calendar year 1951.” 

The House Committee eliminated $210 
million for a second super-carrier for the 
Navy. 

The budget estimate of $12.6 billion 
for aircraft procurement was cut by $560 
million. The budget estimate provides 7,- 
431 planes for the Air Force and 2,766 
for the Navy. “The reductions in the bill 
below the budget,” said Representative 
Mahon, “could mean some reduction in 
aircraft, but it is hoped that by read- 
justing the program and improving pro- 
curement techniques the above number 
may be procured.” 

The Committee cut funds for public 
information 50 per cent below the $11.7 
million asked in the budget. 


West Point Debate 

The sixth annual West Point National 
Invitational Debate Tournament will be 
held at the U. S. Military Academy 23-26 
April. 

Approximately 150 visitors are expected 
for the tourney, including 66 student de- 
baters from all parts of the country, 
faculty members, coaches of debate teams 
and a number of educators who will act 
as judges. The Tournament will feature 
151 debates; 136 in the eight seeding 
rounds and 15 in the elimination rounds. 

Thirty-four schools will be represented 
in the debates, with four teams from each 
of eight regional districts in the United 
States, plus last year’s winner and a West 
Point team. 

During the seeding rounds, teams de- 
bate each other, and the sixteen with the 
highest number of points are selected for 
the eliminations. Teams are paired by 
lot during the first two rounds, there- 
after on a strictly win-loss basis. 

After the eight seeding rounds are 
over, the sixteen teams are announced 
at a banquet and the two speakers with 
the highest number of speakers’ points 
are awarded wristwatches. Later, the 
four finalists are also given watches and 
the winning team is presented with the 
Sigurd S. Larmon Trophy. 

The Debate Council at West Point will 
entertain the visitors with a banquet and 
a formal Cadet hop at Cullum Hall.

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Report on Iceland

seeking to conquer the world by force— 
first Germany, and now Russia—lIceland’s 
strategic location placed her in imminent 
danger of attack. - 

Thus, for the second time in a decade, 
American military forces were invited to 
Iceland—which brings us now to a state- 
ment of our mission. 

Since Iceland is a member of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, the De- 
fense Agreement of 5 May 1951 between 
Iceland and the United States was made 
within the framework of NATO... and 
of the United Nations. Our mission is to 
defend Iceland, thus strengthen the NA- 
TO area, and in so doing increase the se- 
curity of the United States and the free 
peoples of the world under the UN. 

Our organization to carry out this mis- 
sion is that of a Unified Command. The 
Joint Chiefs of Staff designated CNO as 
Executive Agent to implement the plans 
for defense of Iceland, He in turn charged 
CINCLANT with this responsibility; who 
then formed a subordinate Unified Com- 
mand for this purpose, and designated 
me COMICEDEFOR. 


Full Unification 


While there have been many unified 
commands at higher levels, unification of 
such a relatively small force is new—and 
has its special problems. My staff is fully 
unified, both officers and enlisted men. 

My command is also a true unified force 
of all arms and services since its com- 
ponents consist of Naval sea and air de- 
tachments, some Army troops, and an 
Air Base Group with affiliated organiza- 
tions. 

The operation of our Force is amaz- 
ingly complex for so small a command, 
because of the special situation. In the 
first place most of my command is lo- 
cated at Keflavik Airport, and all units 
are satellited in one way or another on 
the Air Base Group for logistic support. 
In addition to the normal problems of 
satellited units within one service, Ice- 
land retains complete sovereignty over 
the airport area in matters not military, 
to include Icelandic police and customs 
jurisdiction ... and the Keflavik Interna- 
tional Airport is not directly under me. 
In addition its operation is divided: 

(1) As a military air base, it is operated 
by the Air Base Group for military traffic 
under the direction of the Commander 
Military Air Transport Service—thus 
there is a technical command channel 
to a part of my command which does not 
come through me. 

(2) As an international commercial ci- 
vilian airport, it is operated by the Ice- 
landic government for non-military 
traffic. 


Icelandic Government 

Finally, we have a political and inter- 
governmental problem in our operations, 
which requires constant communication 
with the Icelandic government. My Head- 
quarters, acting in complete accord with 
the American Legation, maintains direct 
contact with the agencies of the Iceland 
government once working procedures 
have been established. My Liaison Sec- 
tion is thus one of the busiest staff sec- 
tions of the Iceland Defense Force Head- 
quarters, 

Of course the over-riding responsibility 
of any Unified Command is the integra- 
tion of military forces for military opera- 
tions ... but, actually, this has been the 
simplest of our problems in the Iceland 
Defense Force. There is nothing unusual 
in the way we have operated militarily. 

In a brief summary, such as this, per- 
haps the best way to get a quick look at 
our operation is to examine the obstacles 
we have run into. Here are some of them: 

(1) Our organization is of necessity 
awkward and cumbersome: I am an 
Army General serving under a Navy Ad- 
miral whose Headquarters is several 
thousand miles away, and am in com- 
mand of Unified Forces whose largest 
component is from the Air Force ... which 
exercises a direct but limited channel of 
command through MATS (from a Head- 
quarters also several thousand miles 
away) to my Air Base Group, on which 
I depend directly for my logistical sup- 
port. 

(2) When it is considered that con- 
struction is handled by the Atlantic Dis- 





trict Engineer from his Headquarters in 
New York City, through MATS to the Air 
Base Group to me—with direct liaison 
of course—then things begin to become 
slightly complicated—especially when it 
is considered that MATS is responsible 
for master planning, through me to CIN- 
CLANT ... but also with direct liaison. 


Budget Requirements 


(3) When paragraphs (1) and (2) are 
considered in the light of the fact that 
the Commander Iceland Defense Force is 
charged with the responsibility of coor- 
dinating the budgets for all services in 
Iceland, some of the difficulties become 
sharper ... especially since many budget 
requirements, as well as approval of the 
plans on which they are based, rests in 
higher headquarters for each service out- 
side of Iceland (MATS, First Army, CIN- 
CLANT). Yet, in spite of all this, there 
remains the clear and direct command 
channel of overall unified command re- 
sponsibility between CINCLANT and 
COMICEDEFOR. 

(4) There have been no real political 
problems. Our relations with the Ice- 
landic government and with the Amer- 
ican Legation in Reykjavik have been 
most pleasant. We have been singularly 
fortunate in the outstanding Icelandic 
and American diplomatic representatives 
with whom we deal. 

(5) Our relations with the Icelandic 
people as a whole have been all that could 
be desired, except for the Communist ele- 
ment. Since almost 20 per cent of the pop- 
ulation is Communistic (but many of 
them only passively so), they have caused 
“incidents” in the nearby towns — espe- 
cially Reykjavik. However, our soldiers, 
sailors, and airmen have met this kind 
of Communist trickery effectively by ig- 
noring it. 

Morale 


(6) Your first thought might be that 
one of our major problems would be the 
morale of individuals. This has not 
proved to be the case. Officers and men 
of all ranks have met the inconveniences 
and difficulties with resolution, forbear- 
ance, and sound common sense. They 
understand the importance of their being 
here, the reason for the lack of plush ac- 
commodations is clear, and they have a 
sense of accomplishment in serving under 
the difficult conditions we have faced. 
The individual members of my command 
are not morale problems—they are esprit 
assets, and I am proud of them. 

Of course we have the usual minor ad- 
ministrative troubles, but the six points 
above are the major considerations—and 
it should be noted that half of them are 
not problems. However, the difficulties in- 
cident to the considerations in (1), (2), 
and (3) are stated forthrightly—because 
there would be little point in my Report 
From Iceland if I concealed the obstacles 
and thus distorted the picture. We are, 
truly, an experiment in Unification at a 
level where so many of the planning and 
implementing operations concerned with 
the development of the Iceland Defense 
Force must be scattered among so many 
agencies. 

We have made much progress, not only 
in construction and in the build-up of 
our force—but in working out command 
and staff procedures; however, we are 
still in the Trial and Error stage of de- 
velopment. What we are learning here 
now will appear in the manuals of the 
future.

to $30 a month for all grades. 

Senator Douglas made repeated efforts 
and made many speeches in his unsuc- 
cessful efforts to cut flight pay, submarine 
pay, parachute pay, diving pay, overseas 
allowances—in fact any form of extra pay 
he could bring up. While his efforts did 
not succeed, the tenor of many of the 
senators participating in the discussion 
appeared to be favorable to the cut, but 
believed it should be the subject of a com- 
mittee study and fuller recommendations.

on the 1953 appropriations bill, only Air 
Force officials were questioned at any 
length concerning promotion policies. 
There was no indication that new per- 
centage ceilings would be imposed. 

A Capitol Hill source indicated that in 
the Army alone there might be approxi- 
mately 5,000 officer demotions if the 
House Committee’s rider were upheld 
without the modification promised by Mr. 
Davis. 

There were reports that even more 
than 5,000 demotions would be necessary 
in the Air Force—possibly as many as 
10,000 on the basis of the rider as report- 
ed to the House. 

The tremendous effect on morale of 
the action is heightened by the fact that 
at the present time the Army has ap- 
proximately 6,000 officers on eligible lists 
awaiting advancement to higher ranks. 
As reported in last week’s issue of THE 
JOURNAL, the Army had planned to pro- 
mote these officers in relatively small 
increments over the next six or seven 
months to fill vacancies. Most of these 
officers were chosen for advancement 
months ago but their actual promotion 
was held up pending vacancies because 
of the unexpected “stretch-out” in the 
defense program. 

The Air Force recently dispatched to 
its major commands temporary promo- 
tion quotas for advancements to be made 
during the current fiscal year. These 
promotions now are in serious jeopardy. 

Although the ceilings on grade distribu- 
tion which the House Committee advo-

1 July, an immediate cessation of officer 
promotions will result if it appears that 
Congress will support the rider.

It is to be expected that the Depart- 
ment of Defense will take vigorous steps 
to have the House Committee’s proposal 
defeated. For if it is adopted, there will 
be serious repercussions. 

Aside from the effect on morale, there 
would be a serious impairment to mili- 
tary efficiency. 

To an ever-increasing degree the Serv- 
ices are being called upon to supply 
senior officers for duties within the De- 
partment of Defense, at Supreme Head- 
quarters Allied Powers Europe, with 
joint committees and in military advisory 
assignments. 

Hundreds of senior officers are now 
serving in posts not directly within their 
own department. 

How the Services would be able to meet 
these requirements if the number of 
senior officers were cut drastically, as 
recommended by the House Committee, 
is not immediately evident. 

The Committee took action, it is be- 
lieved, with its aim on the generals and 
admirals. It is to be remembered that 
the Senate Armed Services Committee

scrutinized,” he said. 

Admiral Cassady stated that “the con- 
tinuance of incentive hazardous duty pay 
is required at this time as a matter of 
military necessity. Without it I feel that 
we would experience great difficulty in 
meeting our partial mobilization require- 
ments, and would be unable to meet our 
mobilization requirements for total war 
without ordering men involuntarily to 
duty involving flying.” 

He said military aviation “is still very 
hazardous” due to high performance air- 
craft and the nature of combat training.

different grades and ranks in the Armed 
Forces, who took the position that they did 
not think any pay increase was justified. I 
hold in my hand a letter signed by 10 or 12 
privates and corporals, who say such an in- 
crease would promote inflation, and make it 
more difficult for them to get along when 
they are released from the Armed Forces. 

“While I do not say that such letters as 
these are at all in the majority among those 
which have been received on this subject, 
there have been a number of people who have 
written letters insisting that whatever in- 
crease may be allowed should be by way of 
allowances and not in the base pay.” 

Not a Perfect Bill 

At the close of his introductory re- 
marks, Senator Russell said: 

“The committee does not contend that this 
bill is perfect, or that it does complete jus- 
tice to all of the beneficiaries of our system 
of retirement and to all who receive com- 
pensation in the armed services. We do pre- 
sent it to the Senate as the product of much 
thought and study, and as an honest effort 
to deal with this very complex problem in 
such a way that no member of the armed 
services will suffer any hardships, while hav- 
ing due regard to the fact that we are faced 
with staggering deficits in our national ex- 
penditures. 

“T believe the amendment is fair, and I 
think it deals as justly as possible under all 
the circumstances with the members of our 
Armed Forces.” 

Asks Combat Pay 


At this point Senator Russell B. Long 
(D-La.) introduced the first amendment 
—to provide combat pay for duty in Ko- 
rea at the rate of $50 a month for enlisted 
personnel and $100 for officers. After pre- 
senting his argument on behalf of this 
type of hazard pay, he explained his pro- 
posal as follows: 

“The term ‘combat unit’ is defined in such 
a manner as to include those units of regi- 
mental size or smaller in the case of land 
forces, which in the performance of their mis- 
sion either, first, come into direct contact 
with the enemy in the course of which they 
are subjected to hostile fire, or, second, which 
are subjected to hostile fire while furnishing 
direct fire or service support to those units 
which are in direct contact with the enemy. 
It includes a vessel or aircraft that is actual- 
ly subjected to hostile fire for at least 6 days 
per month. The term is intended to include 
such units as shore parties in amphibious 
operations, which, while they may not be 
furnishing direct service support to the unit 
in contact with the enemy, are nevertheless, 
due to the peculiar nature of amphibious 
operations, continually subjected to hostile 
fire in the performance of their mission.”’ 

Senator Long spoke at length on the 
great sums we spend on veterans, con- 
tending that many benefit who did not 
suffer in the war, saying in conclusion 
“It is a healthy thing that we begin to 
lay a predicate for distinction between 
those who actually suffered and those 
who did not.” 

To this Senator Paul H. Douglas (D- 
Ill.) commented: 

“Without wishing to be unduly cynical, is 
it possible that the preferred treatment which 
we give to veterans, as compared with com- 
bat soldiers, is due to the fact (a) that 
there are large numbers of veterans who have 
votes; whereas (b) the number of combat 
soldiers who have votes is relatively re- 
stricted, and a large proportion of them are 
unable to vote at a given time?’’ 


Cut Hazard Pay 


Senator Douglas then introduced a 
number of amendments to cut existing 
hazard pays. 

His first amendment provided that 
flight and submarine pay should be re- 
duced for all ranks to that now provided 
for the privates—$30 a month. 

He stated that the life of a private is 
just as important to him and his family 
as is the life of an officer to that officer 
or his family. “I do not believe,” he de- 
clared, “that officers’ quarters or officers’ 
messes exist in heaven or in the other 
place.” 

In the course of his argument, Senator 
Douglas said: 

“The combat infantryman, as the very able 
junior Senator from Louisiana pointed out, 
bore the brunt of the hardships of the war, 
suffered greater casualties, and received no 
extra pay except the 10-percent overseas 
bonus. Flight personnel, however, who were 
based comfortably, sleeping well, with lib- 
eral allowances for time off, and with not too 





great over-all casualty rates, received large 
additions to their base pay... . 

“Anyone who has ever been near an air 
base knows that this is an abuse which at 
times becomes a racket. Everyone knows that 
ground force officers, administrative officers, 
who are pilots, but not actually assigned to 
flight duty, are taken up into the air 4 hours 
a month, or 100 hours a year, and that they 


“then receive the same bonuses as do the 


actual, bona fide airmen. 

“I am not opposed to the amendment sub- 
mitted by the Senator from Louisiana (Mr. 
Long), but I do say that we should be care- 
ful about generalizing privileges; and that 
as we give rewards to those who suffer dan- 
gers, we should take away at the same time 
the extra bonuses from those who do not 
suffer danger or who suffer danger in a 
lesser degree.’’ 

Senator Douglas’ second amendment 
would cut pay for gliders, parachutists, 
demolition work, and diving to $50 a 
month for all ranks—that being the sum 
now authorized for enlisted men. 


Eliminate Doctor’s Pay 
His third amendment would have 
abolished the extra $100 a month now 
paid to doctors. 
Cut Overseas Allowances 


His next proposal was to cut all over- 
seas allowances by 50 percent. To sup- 
port this he introduced tables showing 
what he considered to be extraordinary 
high extra pay given as differentials to 
those serving in various foreign countries. 
He said: 

“Mr. President, the defense of this country 
does not require high living. When men 
love their country they do not demand to be 
put up at the Waldorf-Astoria or to receive 
bonuses. The defense of the United States is 
based on self-sacrifice. But even if we wish 
to minimize sacrifice there is no reason for 
providing high living.’’ 

Following Senator Douglas’ argument 
on behalf of equal hazard pay for officers 
and enlisted men, Senator Long modified 
his amendment so as to provide only $50 
a month combat pay for all grades, 

Votes On Combat Pay 

Toward the close of Friday’s session 
the time came for a vote on Senator 
Long’s combat pay amendment. To avoid 
a roll call vote which would put each 
member on record as to how he voted, 
Senator Long stated: 

“T shall not ask for a yea-and-nay vote on 
my amendment, and I hope no other Senator 
will ask for a yea-and-nay vote. I desire that 
this question be settled by the Senate with- 
out embarrasing any Senator or making a 
political issue of it.”’ 

The vote on combat pay was then taken 
by a “division,” meaning that the mem- 
bers stand up and are counted so that 
how they vote individually is not made 
a matter of record. On this “division” the 
first combat pay amendment was de- 
feated. 

At the close of this session an agree- 
ment was reached that on Monday, 31 
March, debate on the pay bill would be 
limited to 40 minutes on each amendment 
and one hour on the bill. 

When consideration of the measure was 
resumed on Monday, Senator Blair 
Moody (D-Mich.) introduced another 
combat pay amendment. This was the 
same as Senator Long’s except that it 
set combat pay at $5 a month less, that 
is, $45 a month for all ranks. After some 
confusion and some calls for “yeas and 
nays,” the amendment: finally came to a 
vote by “division” and it was approved. 

There followed a prolonged discussion 
of Senator Douglas’ first amendment—to 
limit flight and submarine pay to $30 a 
month for all grades. Members of the 
Armed Services Committee argued that 
a decision on this should await the hear- 
ings now being conducted by Senator 
Lyndon Johnson’s subcommittee. There 
seemed to be considerable sentiment for 
the amendment, but also a view that the 
entire subject should be considered by 
a committee and a formal report made 
before final action is taken. 

Would Recommit Bill 

At this point Senator William F. 
Knowland (R-Calif.) made a motion that 
the bill be recommitted to the Armed 
Services Committee with instructions to 
give thorough study to hazard pay and 
overseas allowances and to report back 
by a specific date. 

Senator Russell opposed this, stating: 


“In my opinion, the amendments to which 
reference has been made would endanger the 
pay bill. If Senators wish to use them as a 
device to prevent passage of the pay bill, 
they have a perfect right to do so. As I 
understand, there is considerable opposition 
to any increase whatever in the pay of mem- 
bers of the armed services. At least four 
members of the committee reserved the right 
to oppose the bill on the floor. They have 
the right to exercise that reservation. I want 
the Senate to know that the reservation of 
the right to oppose this bill on the floor was 
made in committee.”’ 

Eventually the motion to recommit 
came to a vote with the provision that 
the committee report it back by 1 May. 
A roll call vote was demanded and the 
motion was defeated 31 to 44. The mem-

Vote on Flight Pay 

Attention then returned to Senator 
Douglas’ amendment to cut flight pay 
and submarine pay to $30 a month. Sena- 
tor Russell argued strongly against it, 
saying: 

“I merely wish to tell the Senate again 
that this question is now under exhaustive 
inquiry by a subcommittee of the Senate 
Committee on Armed Services. It involves 
many ramifications. The Senator’s statement 
as to the danger varying in degree and as 
to the value of life being the same in the 
case of a private and the case of a general 
is of course true. But the hazards which 
accrue by virtue of various services rendered 
by the Air Force are vastly different. In 
other words, a pilot, a first lieutenant, flying 
a jet plane on an experimental flight is in- 
curring much more danger to his life than 
is a private having the position of steward 
on the flight of a military air transport 
plane. 

“Another question that is involved is the 
question of how to solve honorably the prob- 
lem of the various contracts entered into by 
these men with the Government, when they 
went into the service of the Government with 
the assurance that they would receive this 
pay. That question is also involved. Here, 
without any hearing, it is proposed to take 
snap action, when it is not known what con- 
sequences that it violates thousands of con- 
tracts which the Government has made with 
its citizens, and does so without any ex- 
haustive studies such as the committee is 
now endeavoring to make.”’ 

The yeas and nays were called for and 
the amendment was defeated 32 to 43, the 
Senators voting as follows:

Senator Douglas next offered a resolu- 
tion to limit flight pay to flight personnel 
in actual combat missions or who fly in 
excess of 20 hours a month. This would 
eliminate so-called proficiency flights. 
This amendment was defeated on a di- 
vision vote. 


Overseas Allowances 


Undaunted, Senator Douglas then 
brought up an amendment to cut over- 
seas allowances in half. These extra al- 
lowances for differentials in living, he 
characterized as “another example of the 
Armed Forces being extremely lavish 
with themselves at the expense of the 
taxpayers.” 

Senator Russell who was frankly sur- 
prised at the size of the allowances when 
Senator Douglas first spoke of the mat- 
ter, had, in the meantime, looked into it. 
He told the Senate that they had been 
substantially reduced below those cited 
by Douglas. 

“The total amount involved,” Russell 
said, “which has been drawn under all 
travel or per diem allowances, is $42,- 
452,000, This is a very substantial sum of 
money. However, I wish to point out that 
$30,418,000 of that money goes to the en- 
listed men.” 

After considerably more discussion, 
Senator Douglas’ amendment was de- 
feated on a division vote. 


Include Maritime Service 


Senator Edwin C. Johnson (D-Colo.) 
offered an amendment to include the 480 
employees of the Maritime Service, Mari- 
time Administration, whose pay is based 
on that of the Armed Services. His 
amendment was accepted. 

Next amendment was by Senator Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey (D-Minn.) who sought 
to further increase the dependents al- 
lowances for enlisted personnel. This was 
defeated. 

Senator John J. Sparkman (D-Ala.) in- 
troduced an amendment to give back pay 
from 1942 to 1946 to certain soldiers who 
were excluded from the so-called credit 
pay, having had service in the Spanish 
war and in the Philippines. It was de- 
feated. 

Senator Sparkman proposed that the 
effective date of the bill be made the 
first day of the month in which it is 
enacted, instead of the first of the month 
after it is enacted. He said he hoped it 
would pass within a few days so that it 
could be made effective 1 April. The Sen- 
ate accepted the amendment. 

Senator Carl Hayden (D-Ariz.) intro- 
duced an amendment to give credit and 
pay, retroactively, to those retired offi- 
cers (there are less than 300 of them) 
who graduated from the Naval Academy 
prior to 1913. Until recently they were 
credited with their academy service, but 
the Comptroller General ruled against 
them. Senator Russell admitted the in- 
justice and said the committee would ac- 
cept the amendment. The Senate then 
accepted the amendment. Senator Hay- 
den said the matter had been brought 
to his attention by Admiral William R. 
White, USN-Ret. 

The entire bill, as amended, was then 
approved without a roll call vote.

Pay For Unused Leave 

The Comptroller General has ruled in 
decision B-106199 that an officer commis- 
sioned in the Regular Navy under the 
Act of 13 Aug. 1946 and transferred to the 
Naval Reserve pursuant to that Act and 
continued on active duty without a break 
in service may not be considered as hav- 
ing been “discharged” as that term is 
used in the Leave Act of 1946, as amended, 
and so is not entitled to a cash settlement 
for unused leave to his credit on the date 
of transfer. 

The decision was made in the case of 
Ensign John W. Kline.

Eagerness To Learn 

An amused observer tells of listening 
in on the inter-ship communicating sys- 
tem while orders and acknowledgments 
in the simplified-English vocabulary rat- 
tled through the ether; his amusement 
was over the eagerness with which the 
newly indoctrinated Latins were using 
both the new language and the new 
facilities, snapping out a “Will-ll-llco” in- 
stantly on completion of an order, or 
earnestly crying out “Can you hear me” 
at the end of each electrifying expression. 
Eagerness to learn is welcome, and so 
is the evidence that there also has been 
eagerness to practice the common code of 
communication and the common standard 
of unit behavior. 

Grand Slam was no great strategic en- 
terprise, but a basic exercise in the funda- 
mental job of carrying convoys through 
waters threatened by enemy air and sub- 
marines, and in countermeasures against 
underseas craft. The concluding critique 
was held in Naples, where the Italian 
naval command, as hosts, put on an im- 
pressive show in appreciation of Italy’s 
naval revival and her participation with 
the three other powers. There were 31 flag 
officers present from the four nations, 
intent on the critical suggestions from 
the several official observers. 

Grand Slam was followed almost im- 
mediately by a British maneuver out of 
Malta, employing the whole British Medi- 
terranean Fleet and also units from the 
visiting Home Fleet which had partici- 
pated in Grand Slam. 


Trieste Control 

Control of the Trieste area, a harass- 
ing business for Britain and America ever 
since 1945, is not yet determined nor 
easily determinable. Italian nationalists 
(perhaps with some help from Moscow) 
have been making disorderly demonstra- 
tions both in Trieste and Rome, demand- 
ing full Italian control of the territory; 
Marshal Tito, addressing his own parlia- 
ment in Belgrade and supported by street 
demonstrations of a dubiously spontane- 
ous character, has been making his own 
claims for full Yugoslav control. Some- 
where between them (as is our normal 
and uncomfortable position) are Britain 
and the United States, each of them un- 
pleasantly aware of the 1948 encourage- 
ment given to Italy—that being before 
Tito took on favor in western eyes—each 
of them conscious of the desirability of 
settling the Trieste issue only on a basis 
reasonably satisfactory to both claimants, 
and each of them wondering exactly how 
that happy solution is to be brought 
about. 

Periodically since 1945 it is the firmness 
of the western nations’ control of that 
troublesome area, and the competence of 
our military commanders, which have 
maintained the peace. The least waver- 
ing in all this time could have provoke14 
a conflict reaching far beyond Trieste. 
The London tripartite meeting, now in 
session, is unlikely to produce more than 
a temporary settlement.

U.S. COAST GUARD 








CE Adm. Merlin O'Neill, Coast Guard 

Commandant, has notified the Service 
that civic celebrations and publicity in 
connection with the anniversary date of 
the Coast Guard, 4 Aug., will not be en- 
couraged. 

Instead, the Coast Guard will join with 
the other branches of the Armed Forces 
in observing Armed Forces Day, which 
falls on 17 May this year. 

“As a military service and a branch of 
the Armed Forces,” said Admiral O’Neill, 
“the Coast Guard is authorized to co- 
operate with sister services and partici- 
pate in the observance of Armed Forces 
Day to a degree that operational demands 
will permit.” 

The Coast Guard Commandant said the 
importance of the anniversary date of the 
Coast Guard is not to be minimized, but 
he added “it is‘considered more desirable 
that all members of the Armed Services 
join in a common observance of Armed 
Forces Day.” 

Return of the Westwind 


On 19 March, Commander, ist Coast 
Guard District, assumed custody of the 
Ex. USS Westwind (AGB-6) at Boston, 
Mass., from the U. S. Navy. The West- 
wind was originally constructed for the 
Coast Guard and was commissioned 18 
Sept. 1944. On 21 Feb. 1945, under the 
World War II lend-lease program West- 
wind was decommissioned as a Coast 
Guard vessel and transferred to the Rus- 
sian government and was renamed the 
USSR Severni Polius. During the latter 
part of December 1951, the Severni Polius 
was returned to the United States. The 
U. S. Navy accepted custody at Bremer- 
haven, Germany, and later sailed the ice- 
breaker to Boston, Mass., where it is 
presently berthed. It is planned to recom- 
mission the icebreaker as a Coast Guard 
vessel, CGC Westwind (WAGB-281) on 1 
May. 

Close Camp Gordon Unit 

In a colorful retreat ceremony, with 
Coast Guardsmen as honor color guards, 
the Army Provost Marshal General Cen- 
ter at Camp Gordon, Ga., recently gave a 
farewell tribute to the Coast Guard De- 
tachment which left the center this week. 
Capt. Harry W. Stinchcomb, Chief of the 
Port Security Division, Coast Guard 
Headquarters, Washington, D. C., and Lt. 
Comdr. Emmett P. O’Hara, commanding 
officer of the USCG Detachment at Camp 
Gordon, attended the review as guests 
of honor. 

Launched into operation at the PMG 
center in February of 1951, the Coast 
Guard Detachment has been active in 
training officers and enlisted men in mili- 
tary police techniques for future service 
in port security units. From the Associate 
Company Officer courses conducted at the 
PMG schoni, some 230 Coast Guard offi- 
cers have been graduated. Through Com- 
puny G, in the Military Police Replace- 
ment Training center, 1,479 enlisted men 
of the Coast Guard have completed their 
cycles of the Port Security Patrolman 
course. More than a score of cadremen 
from the Detachment have completed a 
number of Army resident courses, many 
being honor graduates of their classes. 

Enlistment Policy 


Effective 1 April enlisted members of 
the Coast Guard who com lete six months 
of active duty in an involuntary extension 
of enlistment under Executive Order 
Number 10270 have the option of being 
discharged from the regular service pro- 
vided they enlist immediately in the re- 
serve (reenlist in the case of reserves) 
for a period of 3 years in lieu of comple- 
tion of their inyoiun‘acy extension of 
enlistment.

Personnel assigned TD at Green Cove 








Springs, Fla., while their ship is being 
reactivated, may expect to sail with their 
ship for a shakedown cruise en route to 
Philadelphia Naval Shipyard approxi- 
mately 30 days after arrival at Green 
Cove Springs. Because of this, such mem- 
bers are advised not to drive their cars 
to Green Cove Springs unless someone 
will be available to drive their car to 
Philadelphia for them. They may expect 
to be at Philadelphia for approximately 
three months.

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Sec. Kimball Resents Slurs 
. . . 

On Navy’s Buying Policies 

Navy Secretary Dan A. Kimball aimed 
a heavy punch at critics of the Navy’s 
spending program, during a recent Con- 
gressional hearing. 

He said he resents the remarks that 
have been made about Navy procurement 
policies and that he has “gone around 
the country talking about it” and that 
he will continue to do so “because our 
Navy operation is running well.” 

Excerpts from Mr, Kimball’s remarks 
follow: 

“*My reactions, . . . are very violent. These 
people come around and tell me how badly 
we are doing, and I tell them to come down 
and show us how to do it better. We have 
a great many business people, the finest in 
the country, who come down and advise with 
us on all of our problems. We take their ad- 
vice on anything that they are competent 
to,tell us about—running shipyards, running 
overhaul and repair stations, how we buy, 
how we manage our programs. Invariably 
they come back and say, well, you are doing 
very well, but here are a couple of little 
things where maybe you could do a little 
better. But when they tell me, as far as the 
Navy is concerned—and that is all I know 
about, that we are not running our business 
efficiently, I tell them they do not know what 
they are talking about. We run the Navy 
Department at least as efficiently as any big 
corporation in the United States, and I am 
prepared to go out before any body of people 
and substantiate that statement. I know. I 
have been working with this for 3 years just 
as hard as I can work at it; but they will 
pin you down to some little place where they 
Say you have spent 50 cents more than you 
should have if you had bought it somewhere 
else. 

“But the average corporation and business 
has something that we in the Navy do not 
have, nor any other Government establish- 
ment—you can take Sears, Roebuck or the 
Chrysler Corp., or any of them. They take a 
certain percentage of their inventory every 
year and write it off for mistakes that they 
have made. 

“Sears, Roebuck writes off a certain per- 
centage of their inventory every year for bad 
buys. That is standard practice in any busi- 
ness procedure. We do not write anything off. 

‘“‘We estimated as closely as we could the 
first of the last fiscal year that we had about 
one per cent of our inventory that might be 
surplus to us, that was not usable. 

‘By and large we buy our material cheaper 
than anybody else buys theirs—I do not care 
what it is. 

“In our whole line of things we buy our 
material better, we catalog it better, we know 
where it is, we know how much of it we 
are going to use, and how much we have 
used of it every year, and what our prospec- 
tive use of it is, and what our mobilization 
reserve should be, and how we are handling 
it. And these people who tell me that this 
operation is badly run do not know, because 
all of the business people who have come in— 
and we have had hundreds of them come in 
and work with us—give us a very clean bill 
of health.”’

Electronic Storage Check 

A new electronic development that 
makes possible a more accurate means 
of safeguarding packaged military equip- 
ment from rust and corrosion during 
long storage periods was announced this 
week by the Minneapolis-Honeywell Reg- 
ulator Company. 

The device is a small, highly-sensitive 
relative humidity indicator that is sealed 
inside of vapor-proof containers when 
the equipment is stored, and acts as a 
“sentinel” to warn of excessive humidity. 
The moisture content of the sealed pack- 
age at any given time can be determined 
easily and quickly by plugging a small, 
specially designed, portable electron 
meter into an outside connection, and 
reading directly from it. 

To check the humidity of packaged ma- 
terials today, current procedures require 
sample packages to be opened periodical- 
ly and the contents inspected. If corro- 
sion is taking place, the rust must be re- 
moved. Even if no signs of corrosion exist, 
the gun, antiaircraft director, or what- 
ever is in the container must be cleaned 
and packaged in a new container accord- 
ing to orginal specifications.

At the Transportation Center, General 
Motors Corporation experts are training 
military personnel who, in turn, will in- 
struct others upon completion of the 
course. Diesel-powered vehicles are not 
standard Transportation Corps equip- 
ment, but Army officials feel that person- 
nel assigned to Highway Transport units 
should be familiar with both gasoline and 
Diesel engines.

Army Procurement Report 

The Army procurement program since 
the outbreak of hostitlities in Korea to- 
tals about $33,000,000,090, not counting 
construction, of which $24,000,000,000 has 
been obligated. 

Officials reported that 160,000 contracts 
are awarded each month, with the cur- 
rent delivery rate amounting to about 
$750,000,000 per month. 

During the 45 months of World War 
II, the over-all delivery rate averaged 
$1,530,000,000 a month. 





Fairchild Reports Earnings 

Earnings before Federal taxes on in- 
come of $6,197,330, or 8.3 per cent of sales, 
are reported for 1951 in the Annual Re- 
port of the Fairchild Engine and Air- 
plane Corporation, made public 2 April. 
R.S. Boutelle, President of Fairchild, said 
this compares with $5,898,168, or 9.9 per 
cent of sales, in 1950. He attributed the 
lower profit factor to lower allowances 
permitted in government contracts. 

Federal income taxes reduced the net 
earnings to $2,222,130, or 96 cents per 
share, as compared with $3,094,768 for 
1950. Unfilled orders, which totalled $249,- 
000,000 at 31 December, 1951, were re- 
duced to approximately $215,000,000 at 29 
February, 1952, by defense program 
schedule adjustments, Mr. Boutelle an- 
nounced.

Edmund P. Learned, Consultant to the 
Chief of Staff, U. S. Air Force, addressed 
the meeting of approximately 100 mem- 
bers on the subject, “The Responsibilities 
of a Logistics Officer.” 





Air Force Called Biggest 
Business In The World 


Secretary of the Air Force Thomas K. 
Finletter has told a Congressional sub- 
committee that the Air Force is the big- 
gest business in the world today “and has 
money available to it many times the 
aggregate of the biggest of the great 
American corporations.” 

When the value of facilities such as 
bases and depots and equipment on hand 
and on order is considered, said Mr. Fin- 
letter, the Air Force responsibility ex- 
ceeds the 1950 total compiled assets of 
General Motors, Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, United States Steel and Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph. 

Secretary Finletter described the re- 
sponsibility of general officers in the Air 
Force for the administration of this vast 
organization. He gave this example: 

A bombardment division of 2 B-47 wings, 
where each wing is, relatively speaking, a 
small part of the Air Force would correspond 
to an industry of 4,000 employees and a net 
worth on the order of $120 million. The divi- 
sion is commanded by a brigadier general, 
and he has under his control then, when you 
include real estate, a net investment of some 
$300 million. 

“This general is costing the taxpayers ap- 
proximately $13,000 a year, and he is re- 
sponsible for this investment. One thing 
which struck me was that if one aircraft were 
lost due to a mistake, let us say, of that 
general, the cost of that mistake would equal 
the pay of the general for 200 years.’’ 

Mr. Finletter was asked about the 
managerial ability of Air Force officers. 
He replied: 

‘“‘My personal impression is one of sur- 
prise; that these men who have chosen a 
profession of arms, who practically without 
exception are men who have to have the 
physical and moral qualities to fly these com- 
plicated machine, are able to turn around and 
do something that is just exactly the oppo- 
site and be businessmen. I am surprised at 
the examples that I have seen of straight 
business qualifications in these men who were 
not bred to it or trained to it professionally. 
I do not mean to say from a business point 
of view the management of a Military Es- 
tablishment is as good as that of one of our 
great corporations. I do know this: they do 
the business job better than the big corpo- 
rations would fly the airplanes. 

“These men do not go into their profession 
by reason of any liking for business, or quali- 
fications for business. The fact is they spent 
a great deal of their lives in doing just the 
opposite. ... Iam not saying that business 
management is perfect. I am simply saying 
that I think it is extraordinary that the busi- 
ness job is done by men who are not by pro- 
fession businessmen.”’

west coast struck at enemy troop and 
supply movements south and west of 
Chinnampo. Their rockets hit a locomo- 
tive and nine loaded cars. The locomotive 
exploded and the cars were heavily dam- 
aged. Other Bairoko planes destroyed or 
damaged large stacks of supplies, and at- 
tacked villages harboring enemy troops. 
They also hit west coast warehouses and 
small coastal craft. 

Weather Hampers Flying 

Storms, heavy overcasts, low clouds 
and thick fogs alternated with clearing 
weather to limit operations of the Far 
East Air Force over Korea during the 
week. Nevertheless, adverse flying condi- 
tions did not prevent continuous Allied 
air attacks on ground targets, while in 
air battles American Sabre Jets took a 
heavy toll of Red planes whenever the 
weather permitted patrol sweeps deep 
into Northwest Korea. 

On Sunday, 30 March, 25 Sabres flying 
cover for Allied fighter-bombers attacked 
elements of a flight of 75 enemy MIG 
jet planes over the Changchong River. 
In the ensuing fight two MIGs were dam- 
aged and two others may have been hit. 
In another air combat on the afternoon 
of the same day 12 F-86 Sabre Jets fought 
units of a 25-MIG formation, but made 
no claims of damage. 

The most spectacular series of air bat- 
tles during the week occurred on 1 April 
when eight separate engagements were 
fought, in which 10 enemy planes were 
shot down, three were probably de- 
stroyed, and 12 were damaged. 

Col. Gabreski Jet Ace 

Twenty-six Sabres ambushed 16 MIGs 
just south of the Yalu River as the enemy 
planes crossed into North Korea from 
Manchuria. The American planes, flying 
at a high altitude, dived down on the 
unsuspecting enemy pilots, and in a few 
minutes five Red jets were shot down. 
The American formation was commanded 
by Col. Francis S. Gabreski, USAF, of Oil 
City, Pa., who shot down his fifth enemy 
MIG during the encounter, becoming the 
eighth American jet ace. In World War 
II Col. Gabreski was credited with de- 
stroying 28 enemy planes. 

In seven other fights during the day five 
more MIGs were destroyed, three prob- 
ably destroyed, and 12 damaged. In the 
air during the day’s fighting were 319 
MIGs and about half that many Allied 
planes. Among the enemy aircraft were 
at least two of the seldom seen new “type 
15” Russian-built jet fighters. Some of the 
fights lasted as long as a half hour, and 
at least one battle was fought at alti- 
tudes up to seven miles. Allied losses, if 
any, will be announced later. 

On the following day, 2 April, three en- 
emy jets were destroyed and three were 
damaged in air combats between Ameri- 
can Sabers and Red MIGs. The next day, 
3 April, in another series of encounters 
18 Sabres engaged elements of a 60-plane 
formation of MIGs. In three battles in 
the late afternoon, two MIGs were de- 
Stroyed, one was probably destroyed and 
five were damaged. 

In the summary of operations of Far 
East Air Force aircraft and attached 
Marine and foreign planes for last week, 
it was announced that four enemy planes 
had been destroyed in air combat during 
last week, three others were probably 
destroyed, and nine were damaged. In the 
Same period nine friendly planes were 
lost, two F-86 Sabre Jets in air combat, 
two F-84 Thunder Jets to ground fire, and 
one F4U and two F9Fs to undetermined 
causes. 

Enemy Losses 

Enemy plane losses from the start of 
the war include 398 destroyed, 111 proba- 
bly destroyed, and 405 damaged. Far East 
Air Force losses include 46 jets lost in air 
combat, 164 to ground fire, and 14 to other 
causes, a total of 224; and 16 propeller- 
driven planes lost in air combat, 246 to 
ground fire, and 37 to other causes, a total 
of 289. This makes the aggregate loss of 
the Far East Air Force in the Korean 
War 513 aircraft. In addition four friend- 
ly foreign planes were lost in air combat, 
39 to ground fire and 11 to other causes, 
a total of 54. Also 40 shore-based Marine 
Planes were lost to ground fire and seven 
to other causes, a total of 47. This sum- 
mary does not include losses of carrier- 
based Navy and Marine planes. 

Since the start of the war the sum- 
mary stated that the Far East Air Force 





and attached units have flown 558,625 
sorties, and have destroyed 49,625 enemy 
vehicles, 8,171 rail cars, 538 bridges, 1,035 
tanks, and 765 tunnels. They are reported 
to have inflicted 167,835 troop casualties. 
Report On Casualties 

The Department of Defense has an- 
nounced an estimate of 1,669,716 casualties 
sustained by the enemy during the war, 
an increase of 17,246 between 6 March and 
19 March, the date of the latest estimate. 
Included are 37,754 civilian internees, 
whose status is now under survey. Of the 
military casualties 724,517 were sustained 
by the North Koreans, and 907,445 by their 
Chinese Red allies. Of the North Korean 
losses 471,592 are battle casualties, 141,- 
411 non-battle casualties, and 111,524 pris- 
oners of war. The Chinese Reds lost 
687,883 in killed and wounded, 198,773

in sick and injured, and 20,789 in pris- 
oners of war. 

American battle casualties, to include 
notifications of next of kin through 28 
March, total 106,956. Included are 16,739 
killed in action and died of wounds; 77,- 
651 wounded in action, including 1,747 
who subsequently died; and 12,566 miss- 
ing in action, including 194 known to 
have died, 1,381 who returned to military 
control, and 1,075 known to have been 
captured, leaving 9,916 currently missing. 
Of the total casualties 87,408 were sus- 
tained by the Army, 1,265 by the Navy, 
17,181 by the Marine Corps, and 1,102 
by the Air Force.

The Army and Air Force say that the 
automatic promotions for qualified offi- 
cers are necessary to prevent loss of 
valuable personnel and to prevent stag- 
nation in lower grades. The Navy be- 
lieves, however, that its system is better 
for its needs and holds that if there is 
not enough natural attrition, there must 
be forced attrition. The Navy points out 
that the Regular components of the 
Army and Air Force are relatively only 
a small part of the active Army and Air 
Force as compared with the situation in 
the Navy. 

Advanced Retired Rank 


Aside from the foregoing problems af- 
fecting those on active duty, there is a 
disagreement among the Services on a 
matter concerning retired officers. 

Navy and Marine Corps officers spe- 
cially commended for duty in actual 
combat prior to 1, Jan. 1947 are placed on 
the retired list, with the rank of the next 
higher grade than that in which serving 
at the time of retirement. Prior to enact- 
ment of the Career Compensation Act in 
Oct. 1949, the officer received the pay of the 
higher rank; since then, the added rank 
has brought no extra pay. 

Army and Air Force officers are not 
advanced on the retired list for combat 
commendations. 

Army and Air Force officials contend 
that uniformity is desirable on this is- 
sue. The Army maintains, however, that 
the extension of the advanced retirement 
provision to Army personnel would im- 
pose an administrative burden which 
would outweigh the benefits of the legis- 
lation. 

The Air Force says it could handle the 
administrative problem with little diffi- 
culty, but does not believe such retire- 
ment promotions are warranted. 

The Navy maintains that the retire- 
ment benefit should be retained and 
states that a large number of officers de- 
clared eligible for the higher rank have 
not yet been retired. Equality of treat- 
ment within a Service, says the Navy, 
makes necessary the retention of this 
right to promotion on retirement. 


Designation of Flag and General Ranks 


Another problem which has received 
considerable attention—a Senate Armed 
Services Subcommittee last year held 
hearings on this matter—relates to the 
designation of ranks for flag and general 
officers. 

Briefly, the problem is this. A rear ad- 
miral, lower half, in the Navy wears two 
stars, although equivalent in pay grade 
to a brigadier general in the Army or 
Air Force, who wears only one star. 

Senator Margaret Chase Smith (R-Me.) 
sponsored legislation which would either 
create the rank of commodore in the 
Navy instead of rear admiral, lower half, 
or establish the rank of major general, 
lower half, in the Army and Air Force in 
place of the brigadier general rank. 

All of the Services opposed the legis- 
lation. The Navy said that to place rear 
admirals, lower half, in the rank of 
commodore would mean a reduction in 
their status and prestige. The Army and 
Air Force held that the rank of brigadier 
general is essential, since 50 per cent of 
the general officers fill billets not com- 
mensurate with the rank, prestige and 
pay of a major general. 

It was during discussion of Senator 
Smith’s bill that a Department of De- 
fense spokesman revealed that the desig- 
nation of flag and general officer ranks 
was only one of more than two-score 
points of difference in the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act. 

The problem of the rank of general 
officers as compared with that of ad- 
mirals is made complex by reason of the 
fact that admirals who are line officers 
automatically are promoted from rear ad- 
miral, lower half, (brigadier general), to 
rear admiral, upper half, (major gen- 
eral). The date of rank of an admiral, 
upper half, is his date of rank as a rear 
admiral, lower half. 

This is not true for general officers.

They face selection for advancement 
from brigadier general to major general. 
There is less stress on seniority than is 
the case in the Navy. 


Hence, the result is that generally 
speaking, Navy rear admirals, upper half, 
hold date of rank senior to Army, Air 
Force and Marine Corps major generals, 
although the major generals may have 
attained their rank before the admiral 
was advanced from lower half to upper 
half. 


Suspension of OPA 


The President has the authority to sus- 
pend any or all of the provisions in the 
Officer Personnel Act which pertain to 
the Army and Air Force. But he does not 
have similar authority as regards the 
Navy and Marine Corps. 

Prior to the outbreak of hostilities in 
Korea, a joint Service study concluded 
that this authority should be extended 
to the Navy and Marine Corps. 

There was unanimous agreement that 
in this respect the Officer Personnel Act 
should be made more uniform. 

But nothing was done about it. 

It is becoming increasingly apparent 
that the time has arrived for something 
to be done about the Officer Personnel 
Act. If a review of the legislation was 
desirable in 1949, as sought by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget, it’s even more es- 
sential now that an extended period of 
semi-mobilization seems certain. 

Where agreements are possible and 
military efficiency is not impaired, the 
Department of Defense should press for 
legislation. In cases where uniformity is 
not possible, but piecemeal single-service 
modification of the Officer Personnel Act 
is required, either by legislation or 
Executive Order, action should be taken. 

This is particularly true with regard to 
provisions relating to certain forced at- 
— which become effective on 30 June 

By monitoring single-service personnel 
legislation, the Department of Defense 
and Congress can prevent many inequali- 
ties which have developed through the 
years. Further, it will be possible to 
eliminate many current disparities in 
separate bills. Most important, the in- 
dividual services will not be handicapped 
in particular needs because of the fact 
that an across-the-board uniformity is 
impracticable. 

With coordination of personnel legis- 
lation assured, separate personnel bills 
are not nearly so likely to result in in- 
equities among the Services as was the 
case when each Service submitted per- 
sonnel legislation independently.

Marine Tests Scheduled 


Three types of tests for promotion 
within the Marine Corps will be admin- 
istered this month and through 7 May— 
the first to be given on 14 April for top 
enlisted personnel who have applied for 
warrant officer commissions. 

The warrant officer proficiency tests 
will be the first of their kind ever to be 
given by the Marine Corps. They are 
confined to technical and master ser- 
geants who submitted applications under 
the provisions of Marine Corps Memo- 
randum 120-51. 

General Military Subjects tests and 
and Technical tests will be given to all 
eligible enlisted personnel during the 
period 15 April through 7 May. To be 
eligible for these tests, personnel must 
have the following service in grade by 1 
Dec. of this year: private first class and 
corporal—8 months; sergeant and staff 
sergeant—one year; technical sergeant— 
15 months. 


OK Shipbuilding Plans 

The 1953 Naval Construction bill was 
reported out this week by Chairman 
Carl Vinson of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. 

The Coommittee approved Navy plans 
to built 10 new warships, 473 amphib- 
ious vessels, 30 mine warfare vessels, 
three destroyer escorts, and 38 smaller 
ships, and plans to convert two Essex 
class carriers, two cruisers and six radar 
picket escort vessels. According to the 
report, construction of the new ships 
would be completed by the middle of 
1956. 

Included in the new construction is 
the second 59,900-ton Forrestal-class car- 
rier, funds for which were eliminated 
this week from the appropriations bill 
by another House committee. 

The Armed Services Committee said 
problems which have arisen in the field 
of aircraft carrier operations “can be

Shelve Marine Selections 


The selection of a large number of 
active and inactive Marine Corps Reserve 
officers for promotion to lieutenant colo- 
nel was ordered shelved this week as 
the result of action by the Navy Judge 
Advocate General, Rear Adm. George L. 
Russell. 

Convened more than six weeks ago, the 
Marine Board was headed by Brig. Gen. 
R. McC. Pate, Director of the Marine 
Corps’ Division of Reserve. Other mem- 
bers were Brig. Gen. L. B. Cresswell, 
Assistant Commander of the Second Ma- 
rine Division, Col. S. S. Jack, and five 
Reserve officers: Colonels A. G. Skelton, 
E. F. Venn, J. L. Winston, F. C. DeSantis, 
W. E. Glantz and H. F. Brown. Recorder 
for the board was ist Lt. C. F. King, jr. 

After the board had completed its se- 
lections and the names were forwarded to 
the Secretary of the Navy for approval, 
Admiral Russell determined that the 
precept of the board did not agree with 
existing laws and regulations and that 
approval of the report would not correct 
its legal defects. Acting on this advice, 
Under Secretary of the Navy Francis P. 
Whitehair (Acting Secretary in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Kimball) advised the Marine 
Commandant that he is withholding final 
action. 

Admiral Russell told THE JOURNAL that 
the basic difficulty encountered by the 
Marine board stemmed from conflicting 
promotion regulations—the Naval Re- 
serve Act of 1938 and the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act of 1947. These two laws, he 
said, “do not go together any too well” 
in certain respects. 

Under the terms of one law, officers are 
selected on a “best-fitted” basis; under 
the terms of the other, they are chosen 
on a “qualified” basis. The Marine board, 
he said, selected some officers on one 
basis and part on another. 

The Marine Corps did not indicate how 
soon it expects to convene the new board, 
but said only that the new precept will 
be ordered so as “to preclude any ques- 
tion as to the selection process being in 
strict accordance with the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s interpretation.” 





Medical Services 

Strong support for the Department of 
Health bill, which would take Service hos- 
pitals and some medical personnel away 
from the military and turn them over to 
civilian control, was given 3 April before 
the Senate Committee on Government 
Operations by Dr. Robert Collier Page, 
chairman of the National Doctors Com- 
mittee for Improved Federal Medical 
Services, which was organized by the 
Citizens Committee for the Hoover Re- 
port. 

Dr. Page made a lengthy statement in 
the course of which he said that the ob- 
jections of the Department of Defense 
could be “worked out and reconciled at 
policy-making levels.” He did not go into 
details as to how they could be worked 
out.
